« . THE LAW OF LIBEL. 


The late election brought forth such 
grave accusations against public men, the 
most of which were made upon the eve of 
the contest, leaving no chance for ref- 
utation béfore the election was over, that 
the question of ‘damage to character by 
libels in the press is becoming more and 
more serious, At the present time the 
press of Canada in general are asking that 
the law of libel be modified, but before ac- 
tion be taken by the Legislature it would 
be well for our legislators to consider if a 
large section of the press of Ontario aro 
earning for themselyos a reputation that 
will warrant thom in taking the desired 
action. It is our opinion that the last 
election contest brought forth personal at- 
tacks so unwarranted that the Legislature 
should eyen mako the law of libel 
more severe, rathor than remove any of the 
penalties now existing. Few papers can 
be called guiltless, but in this connection 
the vindictive libellous articles in the Globe 
and its satellites upon the public men of 
Canada, are of such a nature as to deter 
many of our best citizens who might other- 
wise enter political life from doing 80, as 
they well know that if they yield to the so- 
licitations of their friends, or seek to 
gratify an honorable ambition by asking of 
the peopie the high houor of representing 
them in Parliament, they will become tar- 
gets for the vilest abuse and insinuations 
at the hands of such villifying shgots 
as the ‘Globe and that’ without 
redress. For instance, Sir John Macdon- 
ald and other Ministers spoke at various 
laces in Ontario, travelling- inthe car 
* Jathaica.” Why should-the Globe be 
allowed to assert by insinuation that they 
corruptly distributed monoy? If the Globe 
orany other paper has a charge to make, 
let them make it boldly, and if true lot the 
guilty be punished. But they fear to 
make a charge, so thoy insinuate what they 
dare not utter,and then they ask the Logisla- 
ture to modify the law of libel. Again, 
the Globe made and the Ontario, its loca} 
echo repeated a charge that Messrs, North- 
rup and Murphy had received money from 
the Dominion Government for distribu- 
tion at the late election. Every Grit tooter 
cried this-out at every husting. They knew 
that they lied when they said so, but the 
cry was raised for election purposes— 
and they have proclaimed that they 
hold everything to be fairin elections. 
Respectable citizens are consequently villi- 
fied for their base purposes, and now, after 
tho election is over and their lies have had 
all the effect that was possible, they are 
trying to save their pockets by apologizing. 
Why should papers like the Globe be allow- 
ed to say that the Promier ef tho country 
is crazy and hurl the basest insinuations 
against almost overy Minister of the Cabinet, 
in the belief that from their positions thoy 
will not strike 7 

The best citizens demand that the press 
should bo held strictly-accountable for its 
utterances, find expect that the Legislature 
will see that the law is made strong enough 
to compel the newspaper pross to respect 
the rights of the people. Of course a news- 
paper may be deceived by wrong informa- 
tion, and an apology is all that should be 
expected when it is proven that an article 
complained of was written in good faith : 
but it is evident that 20 much is written 
without reasonable evidence and for base 
purposes, that until the tono of the press is 
‘Vastly improved no modification of the law 
of libel is justifiable,

WOE AND LAMENTATION, 


The Grit press affect before the footlights 
a bold and confident attitude, but there is 
woe and lamentation behind the scenes and 
in the manager's office, Tho Montreal 
Herald, for example, declares in its issue of 
Saturday that the Government is doomed ; 
but, after claiming a Rielite majority of 8 
in Quebeo, our erratic contemporary i® 
forced to admit that the Government have 
a majority of 9 (not including one Cunser- 
vative elected in British Columbia) and with 
11 elections yet to be held, of which the 
Grits allow 9 will go for the Government. 
Thus, on the Grits’ own calculation, the 
Government will have a majority of atleast 
17 over all, the bolters included. But the 
Herald knows that at least 5, if not 6, of 
the bolters will support the Government, 
and that Sir John’s majority will bo increas- 
ed to from 30 to 40 by accessions from 
amongst those nombers elect whomit has, 
without warrant, classed amongst the Opposi- 
tion. Hence, in another article in the same 
ssue, it virtually admits that its party have 
boen hopelessly beaten by condemning, in 
the following severe terms, the inconsistency 
and total lack of unity in the organization 
of which it is at present—who can say for 
how long !—an organ ; 

It must be evident to the Liberal leaders, 
who have worked so hard and fought so 
well in the recent campaign, that somo 
setting in order of the party is nocessary. 
The platform at the next election cannot 
bo composed of disconnested planks. It 
cannot be the National Policy in Ontario 
and Quebec and Free Trade in some other 
province. Mr, Blake is the leader of the 
party, and a leader who enjoys the respect 
and admiration of his supporters, but it is 
quite fatal to any chance of permanent 
success if minor leaders adopt only such 
portions of the platform as may suit their 
respective localities and discard the rest. 
A party platformis not like a hand at 
Piquet. Even if such a proceeding were 
defensible on other grounds, it is quite 
vain in these days of telegraphy and news- 
papers Repeal may suit some Nova 

cotians, but Canadians loyal to the Do- 
minion do not, and will not, undertake its 
advocacy. Tho bulk of the Reform party 
in the central yore have loyally ac- 
cepted the verdict of the country on tho 
question of protection,and they do not care 
to have the Free Trade speeches of their 
friends elsewhere cast in their faces, 
No kind of warfare except guerilla warfare 
can be successfully carried on with divided 
councils at head-quarters, and guerilla war- 
fare never extends beyond the province of 
harassing the enemy. it nover storins 
his stronghold. A force that fights with 
antagonistic purposes degenerates into an 
armed mob, and until order is restored in 
its ranks it can effect little good. ‘There 
is no use denying the fact that the Liberal 
army has been a number of independent 
divisions, acknowledging one commander- 
in-chief, but acting on his plan of battle 
only so faras each divisional general thought 
proper. No such want of discipline has been 
exhibited on the other side, gnd in politica 
victory rests, nearly always, with the solid 
columns, It is not too soon to begin 
such amendments as the late contest sug- 
gests. The knowledge that the party is 
once mose solid and in full accord ovory- 
where with its leader will-do much to 
assist him in the discuesions that are near 
at hand in the House of Commons. On 
one question, at any rate, there can be no 
longer apy murmuring. Tho country at 
large has decided in favor of the principle 
of protection, Mf, Blake has accepted the 
verdict of the Dominion on the subject, 
There should be no more coquetting with 
Free Trade in order to catch the votes of 
frontier constituencies. If they still ad- 
here to Free Trade, they must go their 
own way, but they cannot be permitted to 
hamper the rest of the party the Dominion 
through. The bulk of the country is with 
Mr. Blake and the Liberal party in the de- 
sire to protect the Provinces against the 
encroachments of Sir John and his central- 
Izing proclivities, as well as on the question 
of{honest Government, and only the halt- 
pS poareg N. P. fediion prevented their 
achieving a splendid victory on Monday 
last. 

The Herald happily describes the Grit 
partyasan ‘farmed mob.” Mr. Blake's 
armed mob have been beaton, as thoy de. 
sorved to be, and when the House meets 
they will find that their defeat has be 
much more severe than thoir party 
have as yet admitted,

Dr. Kane and Mr, George Hill Smith, 
the Grand Master says :—*t Friends by 
their encomiums and enemica by their 
abuse have both admitted that when the 
Ulster Loyalist anti-Repeal Union sent 
these gentlemen to this continent to repre- 
sont Irish loyalty and patriotism they sent 
men worthy of a great cause,and who more 
than sustained Ireland's claim to still hav- 
ing sons asieloquent as those whose power 
of oratory has been sung by bards aud im- 
mortalized by historians.’ He further 
says :—‘*Our attitude on the question of 
Home Rule for Ireland has been so often 
stated that it seems unnecessary to reiter- 
ate it, and yet our opponents so per- 
sistently misrgpresent us that’ I feel 
we must again state that we believe in 
Home Rule, that is,that England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales—if it be necessary for 
oné if is for all—should each have one or 
more local parliaments or ¢ouncils for the 
management of local affairs, such gas each 
of our provinces haye, in which all legis- 
lation of a mutlicipal character would be 
transacted, and tne Imperial Parliament 
legislate on all other questions, as our 
Federal Parliament does. With our 
brethren in Ireland we opposed Mr. Par- 
nell’s scheme, fathered by Mr. Gladstone, 
because it gave Ireland no representation 
in the Imperial Parliament, made no pro- 
vision for protecting the Protestant mi- 
nority, and placed the questions of educa- 
tion, the control of the police, ete., under 
the jurisdiction of an Imsh Parliament in 
Dublin. 
legislation would damage the material in- 
terests of Ireland, weaken British influence, 
and place the loyalists of that country in 
the power of those who are in our opinion 
her greatest enomios.” Tho address con- 
cludes ; ‘* The great lesson which we in Can- 
ada need to learn from the recent political 
upheaval in Great Britain is, that when 
great questions ariso in which vita] princi- 
ples are involved, the good of our country 
and the maintenance of our religion must 
be first, and our political party nowhere. 
The examples of the Hartingtons, Brights, 
Goschens and Chamberlains are worthy 
the highest praise and closest imitation, 
and to us should be a stimulus to a 
more rigid adherence to our principles, 
and to be less influenced by tho ever- 
changing cries aud policy of oxpediency 
adopted by party politicians, That ques- 
tions will arise in this Dominion in a few 
years, probably sooner, which will try us 
as the politicians of England have been 
tried, is apparent to every careful observer 
of the times and season, In view of what 
I believe is coming, I rejoice at a growing 
and powerful Independent press, which 
advocates measures and not men. I believe 
with all my heart in the platform of the 
Toronto Mail :—Loyalty to Britain and yet 
loyalty to Canada ; ecclesiastical privilege 
for none, religious equality for all ; prohi- 
bition of the liquor traflic throughout the 
Dominion ; manhood suffrage for all who 
can read and write ; Senate reform. These 
are principles worth contending for, and

that of any force in the world.” ‘This 
opinion, expressed after the funeral of ox 

President Grant, may only be that of a ma- 
jority ; but, novertholess, vxcoptions,proye 
tho rule, 

What is the numberof the metropolitan 
police force ? what aro its duties ? how is it 
organized ¢ and in what manner aro its du- 
ties performed / are questions whose an 
swors determine the soundness or unsound- 
ness of the popular faith, 

The number of the police force, of all 
ranks and grades, on the last day of a. pv. 
1885, was 2,933, including 35 probationer. 
The Legislature of the State of New York, 
on Mhy 12, 1886, unanimously authorized 
the addition of 500,in deference to thé gen- 
eral conviction that it was numerically too 
small to cope with the possible emergencies 
of the times. Tho city of New York, easti- 
mating its population at 1,650,000, then 
had, exclusive of the Central Park force, 
one police: officer to every 562 of the in- 
habitants. ‘This, in view of the hetero- 
gencous character of the people, and the 
peculiar relation of the city to the conti- 
nent, was really an insufticient supply. In 
1883 Philadelphia had one policeman to 
every 636 of its citizens ; Baltimore, one to 
525 ; Boston, one to 487 ; the motropolitan 
district of London, oneto 342; and the 
ancient city of London, one to every 100. 

The Police Department of New York, 
established and organized under the law 
of 1870, consists ef the Board of Police 
which ‘is composed of four Commissioners, 
appointed by the Mayor—of the police force 
and of oflicials appointed by the Commis- 
Bloners, 

The bulk of the police force, correspond- 
ing to the privates or onlisted men of tho 
regular army, consisted on the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1886, of the 2,306 patrolmen. On tho 
16th of Juue, according to the return of 
Deputy Chief Clerk Delamater, the native 
nationality of the 2,936 men of all ranks 
and grades then constituting the police 
force was as follows: United States,1,746 ; 
Ireland, 974; Germany, 136; Austria, 4; 
Italy 6 ; Switzerland, 1 ; Canada, 13 ; Eng- 
land, 30 ; Finland,1 ; Scotland,14 ; France, 
6; Bavaria, 1; Nova Scotia, 2; Denmark, 
1; Sweden, 2; West Indies, 1. Thus the 
United States have contributed 59.46, Ire- 
land 33,17, and all other countries 7.37 per

The Evacaation of Paris by the Ger- 
mans, 


It was not until Thursday ©voning, March 
2d, 1871, that the details for the evacua- 
tion of Paris wero regulated by the French 
and German military authorities, It was 
agrood that the evacuation, should com- 
mence the noxt (Friday) morning .5 eight 
o'clock and términate at eleven. 

There was much disappointment felt in 
Paris at the delay which had taken place in 
respect to the official notice of the ratifica- 
tion of the|treaty by tho National Assembly, 
It had been supposed that the German 
troops would leave in the course of the 
afternoon of March 2d, They did not 
lgave, however, and there s6emed to be a 
larger of them in the city then than at any 
time the day before. Nevertheless, every- 
thing continued to be perfectly quiet. The 
Champs Elyseos,. from the Arc de Triom- 
phe to the Place de la Concorde, had been 
ouarded by German soldiers, and in tho 
afternoons | aaw great numbers of French 
people on the Avenue mingling with them. 
‘The shops and restaurants in many parts of 
the city retnained closed, but in other 
parta, more remote from the partion occu- 


ing onas usual. In driving ous’ through 
the Boulevard du Temple to the Bastille, 
and returning by the Rue St. Antoine and 
the Rue de Rivoli asfaras the Hotel de 
Ville, 1 found the stores all open, the om- 
nibuses and carriages in tho streets as 
usual, and tho streets filled with people, 
No one, in such a part of the city, 


would have supposed that the hated 
enemy of France held the town 
by, military occupation. The day Was re- 
markably pleasant. In all parts of the 


city where | went, in which circulation 
had not heen interdicted by the military 
authoritos, | found the streets crowded, 
but there was no unusual excitement any- 
where. 

The German troops commenced moving 
out at the appointed time on the next 
morning, marching up the Champs Elysees 
and passing under the Arc de Triomphe 
with great cheering. At eleven o'clock pre- 
cisely the Jast German soldier passed 
through the Porte Maillot,and Paris breath- 
ed free. During the occupation there had 
been undoubtedly a good deal of suppreased 
excitement in some quarters, but there had 
been no serious disturbance anywhere. {n- 
deed, everything passed off much better 
than could haye been anticipated. No 
sooner were the troops fairly on their way 
out of the city than the closed stores,fcafes, 
restaurants and hotels threw open their 
doors ; the Avenue of the Chumps™ Elysées 
was swept and sprinkled, and the magnifi- 
cont fountains in the Place de la Concorde 
began to play. At three o'clock in the 


afternoon (the day was splendid) all the 


invested parts of the city, which had ‘for 


two days been, asit were, under a funeral 
pall, presented a most gay and cheerful 
aspect, and the peoplelooked far happier 


than ] had seen them for so many long

The more important and certainly deci- 
pherable of the inscriptions are invocations 
of the gods of heaven, the oceans and the 
earth — exactly the deities included in a set 
which we know, from] Egyptain and cuni- 
form tablets, to have been adored by tribes 
in Asia Minor,

ful, hear the uprising prayers. I call up- 
on the Most High, shine, Lord, Great 
Spirit. He gives me the rain of Heaven, 

A second prayer is addressed to the God 
of the Water, the Sky and the Ocean : 

I pray to my God of the Water, the 
atately Lord of Water, the God of Heaven. 
I make an inseription in ‘his honor: I 
{ cause a great libation to be 
made as an offering. 1make an offering to 
the most holy, the King of the Water.

Oure and zOare of Burns. 


Advice to Those Who Have Suffered From 
Vire—Preservation of the Skin. 


In all burns great care should be takon 
to save the cuticle—the raised portion of 
the skin that forms the blister. Clothing, 
eto., should be removed with the uamoast 
geptloness, Blistors should be carefully 
punctured with a cloan needle. Tho best 
way to bo sure that a needle is clean when 
required for such service is to heat it red 
hot, allow it to cool, and then use it, It 
will thus be freed from any organisms, for 
in such a place as a burn gorma will thrive 
abundantly and prove most detrimental, 
8o that the utmost care is ncessary. ‘Chen 
the raised ctiticle should ‘be pressed down 
to the true skin, and covered with @ large 
quantity of clean cotton wool to prevent 
the access of air, as free exposure tends to 
increase shock and pain. Equal parts of 
lime water and linseed oil applied on lint 
and covered with cotton wool isa favorite 
remedy, known under the name of carron- 
oil, or the blister may be covered with 
wheaten flour. Lately powdered clay has 
been employed, but for the first few days 
it is best to wrap the part in cotton wool, 
suflicient oil being used to prevent it stick- 
ing. The dressings once put on must not 
be remoyed for some days—not, indeed, 
until they have been loosened by the dis- 
charge or become offensive. The constant 
removal of dressings is disturbing, painful 
and consequently injurious, and to obviate 
any necessity for it carbolic oil, as a disin- 
fectant, is used in the proportion of one to 
ton or nore. Small burns or scalds may 
be treated by water dressing, lead lotion, 
chalk and water, collodion or Friar's bal- 
fam. Two parts collodion to one of castor 
oil is an excellent application. The patient 
should be kept in a warm atmosphere, well 
covered up, and some wine or brandy and 
hot water may be administered. —The Fam- 
iy Doctor.

The Fastest, Locomotiye Built Yet, 
The largest and fastest passenger loco- 
motive ever built has been drawn out of 
the Rhode Island Works and turned over 
to the New York, Providence and Boston 
Railroad Company. The main driving 
wheels are 6 feet in diameter and set but 
7 foot apart. This arrangement will make 
her run easily on the curves. Tho cylin- 
ders are 18 inches in’ diameter with 24 
inch stroke. The boiler is 54 inches in 
diameter at the smoke stack, with a waggon 
top. It extends to the very end of the 
cab, and necessitates the elevation of 
the engineer's scat to a height far ahove 
the fire door, The fire calls for 
three tons of coal before the engine 
is pulled out of the round house to make 
her trips, and four tons will be carried on 
the tender. The tank of the latter will 
hold 4,000 gallons of water, and the total 
weicht of the engine proper is 93,900 to 
95,000 pounds. The weight on the driving 
wheels will be 66,000 pounds, or 4,800 more 
than the Connecticut.

The enormous decrease in 
the supply of fishin the markets of the 
United States which must of necessity fol- 
low the interdiction of the product of the 
Canadian fisheries, and the consequent 
enhancement of prices, cannot fail to have 
a strong influence upon the consumers, who 
ere long will be crying out for cheaper fish. 
As our neighbors can only obtain a sufficient 
supply of the products of the deep 
from the Canadian fisheries, it is 
evident that it is a mere question 
as to how long they will endure their 
self-inflicted inconvenience, if notypositive 
distress, before they seek relief. That re- 


lief canon] obtained by negotiation or 
by force, The latter resort isout of the 
question ; our neighbors will not,.despite 
the pusillanimous suggestion of the Toronto 
Mail, venture to embroil themselves in a 
war with Great Britain for such an insuffi- 
cient cause, and with the knowledge that 
they would be in the wrong. Negotiation, 
then, will’be attempted, and no doubt guc- 
cessfully, as Canada is willing to accept a 
reasonable quid pro quo for the use of her 
fisheries by our neighbors. 

In the meantime, our fishermen must 
suffer to some extent by the closing of the 
United States market, but the Government 
—as representing the people of Canada— 
will aid-and assist them. The bounties of 
fishermen will ‘probably be increased ; 
the toilers of the deep will be assisted in 
securing new markets, in many of which 
theic products have heretofore been sold 
through” middlemen in New York; anda 
thorough system of protection from the in- 
cursions of fish pirates will be devisod and 
carried out. The fishermen of the Mari- 
time Provinces must, however, do all in 
their power to aid the Government, by re- 
fusing to furnish bait and other necessaries 
to foreigners, otherwise the rights which 
are being contended for may be placed in 
jeopardy. With hearty co-operation on the 
part of all Canadians, and of that we feel 
assured, the prospect is that a satisfactory 
arrangement will be concluded before ano- 
ther year rolls around.

The paymeut is 10s, if by day and £1 if by 
night, and 4s, each for every time of going 
On special occasions,. 
however, the ~rewards for saving life are 
increased when extraordinary risk or ex: 
posure has beet undergene. 

No man may serve iu the lifeboats of 
the Society without its lifebelt, which has 
saved many lives. They not only float a 
heavily clothed man, but enable him to 
easily support another, 

These lifeboats also save every year from 
twonty to thirty ships on our coasts, which 
on account of stress of Weather and ex- 
hausted seamen would have been lost but 
for the assistance rendered by the fresh 
and practised lifeboat crews. 

As the average loss of lives from ship- 
wreck yearly on the shores of the United 
Kingdom is about 700, the necessity and 
yaluable service of the National Lifeboat 
Institution i gelf-evident and deserves the 
best support, ag jt is entirely dependent for 
its expenses on voluntary contributions, 

Lifeboat societies haye been organiz-d on 
the principles of this Institution in many 
foreign countries, and have rendered valu- 
able services, Although in their infancy, 
it is expected that before the end of the 
century they will be able to answer public

The Man of Blood and Iron, 


Bismmarck’s Speech, 

One of the preatest parliamentary ovonts 
in the short history of the modern Gorman 
Empire took place whon Prince Bismarck 
rose in the Roichstug and virtually entered 
into the great constitutional struggle over 
the army of Germany that has resulted in 
his victory at the polls. Tho debate over 
the bill increasing the German army by a 
tenth for sever years had raged furiously 
for days. The opponents of the measure, 
who were principally Liberals, anxious to 
preserve for the German people the parlia- 
mentary liberties secured for them when 
the Empire was established, pointed out 
that the effect of the bill was, if passed, a 
renunciation on the part of the German 
people through their Imperial Parliamont 
of their control of the Imperial army for 
seven years. Surely, they argued, the 
German people might be trustea to vote 
the increase of the army wheuever the de 
fence of the Fatherland required it; and 
should not be treated like children who 
could not be trusted todo what was best 
for themselves, and who were, therefore, 
required to haud over their power for years 
to the Governmont. They were willing to 
compromise, however, Recognizing the abil- 
ity and the success with which Prince Bis- 
marck had directed Germany's foreign 
policy, they were willing to hand over to 
a Government of which he was the 
head the control of the incieased army 
for three years, Prince Bismarck was 
old and broken with the cares of state, 
Von Moltke was older, oldest of all 
the Emperor ; the country had confidence 
in them, but it was improbable that any 
one of the three would live to see the end 
of the period for which the people were 
asked to vote away their liberties, And 
who could tell whether the » successors 
would possess the contidence of the people 
in the same degree. Théoy were willing to 
compromise and vote the increased army 
for three years, without recourse. They 
took their stand firmly upon this half-way 
ground. The aged iaberse appealed to 
them in vain, Von Moltke remonstrated 
with them without apparent effect. Toward 
the close of the debate Prince Bismarck 
rose. His speech was as remarkable a one 
as ever statesman delivered, for he told the 


| straight truth, and in hard, plain terms set 


before the House the position of Kurope. 
fle began with Austria, and spoke of the 
rolations between Germany and Austria as 
being perfectly satisfactory to both coun- 
tries. - Of Russia he spoke with great de- 
liberation and great care, weighing each 
phrase as he uttered it. The friendship of 
that empire was worth more to (jermany, 
he said, ** than that of Bylgaria and all the 
Bulgarophiles in our country.” When he 
hegan to spoak of Frauve, honerery hig 
manner changed, He threw off all reserver 
and spoke freely and with oxtraordinary 
frankness, The seizure of the bishoprics 
of Toul, Metz and Verdun, centuries 
ago, had begun the border troubles 
between the two people, ‘and,’ con- 
tinued the agod chancellor in menacing 
tones, ‘“‘since that time no generation 
has lived in Germany that has not been 
obliged to draw the sword on France.” Not 
from Germany would the attack come. ‘‘If 
tho French will only remain at peace until 
we attack her, then peace will be secured 
to eternity.” But he urged that no cabi- 
net, no newspaper, no pyblic man in 
France, dares to say openly, t‘We renounce 
the re-conquest of Alsaco-Lorraine ; and 
he added that ‘tthe moment the French 
think they can conquer, they will be in the 
war.” This, he went on to say, was the 
true position of Germany, this was the 
argument for the Septennate Bill, The 
result of the great preparations that 
been made was that ‘the war of 1870

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A COWARDLY HERO, 


Mr, Blake's  Avttul Dodges” to Carry 


the Country, 
A Troe Portrait of Kdward Blake. 


Mr. Blake's cowardice was never more 
conspicuous than in the contest just ended, 
A moral coward, a doublo-dealor, a politi 
coal dodger of the first order, Mr. Bluko 
pormits no year to pass over his head ix 
Which he does not increaso his reputation 
for moral cowardice, double dealing and 
practical dodging. 

His dodging on the question of protec 
tion is in the very highest style of his art, 
His position is about this: ‘‘l ama free 
trader, and the Reform party is a free trade 
party. LIhope the country and the world 
will soon accept free trado. But, in the 
cities protection is popular, and my friends 
in the cities must deny that they are froo 
traders, and aftirm that if I wera in powor, 
protection to home industry would not be 
disturbed, In the rura! districts and in the 
Maritime Provinces, it will be wise to con- 
tinue the assaults on the National Policy.” 
If any Reform journal can point out where- 
in the above languago does injustice to the 
Roform leader we will apologize for putting 
it into his mouth. 

On the Riel affwir, Mr. Blake's course 
has been even more tortuous. Starting out 
with the wildest denunciations of the Goy- 
ernmont for not hanging Riel when it could 
not catch him Mr. Blake joined his friends 
in granting an amnesty. After the sup- 
pression of Riel’s rebellion in 1885, the 
state of Mr, Blake's health imperatively de- 
manded a yisit to England, where he re- 
mained somo time. It has been noticed 
that the peculiar condition of Mr. Blake's 
health which compels him to go abroad al- 
Ways occurs at the moment when some deli- 
cote situation in Canada makes it impru- 
dent to take'an active part incurrent events. 
Mr. Blake's hoalth became sufficiently re- 
stored to permit him to-return to Canada 
89 soon as his friends reported to him that 
many Quebec Conservatives would desort 
their party on account of Riel’s execution, 
while very few Reformers in Ontario 
would be driven from their party by Mr. 
Blake's adhesion to the policy of race and 
revenge, Mr, Blake returned ; and, after 
declarmg that he would not makea political 
platform out of the scaffold of Regina, pro- 
ceeded to make it with all possible dispatch. 
He reasoned correctly ; many Quebec Con- 
servatives did raise the cry of race and the 
Reformers of Ontario did try co clamber to 
office by means of the bloody scaffold. 

All this, we may be told, was very rex 
prohensible, tricky, dishonest, but not 
cowardly, Well, the cowardly part is to 
come. Mr. Blake had made the most of 
the situation, He had eaten his own 
words; he had done his best to rouse 
French Canadians against other Canadians; 
he had done his best to excite religious 
feelings on the false assumption that Riel 
had been more harshly dealt with” because 
he was a Catholic than. would haye been 
the case if he had been a Protestant, Bub 
when he came to face hig own constituents 
his moral cowardice broke out and he ack. 


nowledged that he could not dared 
not defend his position on the fue ques- 


tion. He pleaded the baby act, and im- 
plored his constituents not to reject him 
because of that one wrong act. Ho told 
them the story of Mr. Clay, wha asked a 
backswoodsman if he would break his rifle 
because it had once missed fire, and he ab- 
jectly implored them to *‘pick the flint and 
try again.”’ That/was the coward’s plea. 
He had used the Riel excitement to its 
fullest extent in Quebec, and then, when 
too late for his speech to be circulated in 
that province he pretended by implication 
to be sorry for what he had done, and ask- 
ed his constituents not to turn him adrift 
because of his wrong doing. 

Really, the Reform leader inspires one 
with something very like contempt.— 
Hamilton Spectator.

The Land ofthe Czar, 


BY DEMAS BALNES, 

Kussia is A aphinx, Sho may not inapt- 
ly be compared toa grekt beehive, with 
walls so thick that to outsiders a sound is 
spldom heard, while within is an intensely 
active population whose ovoupation is not 
Jnervly to gather pollon from Cossack roses 
on theie own vast plaing, but whose pinious 
aro cipablo of flying from the Black Sea on 
the south to the Aro‘ic Osean on the north, 
and from the Gorman empire in the west 
ot Eucope to Behring Straits of Hastera 
Asia. Noither is the imporial stowach 
gorged by awallowing small provinces on 
her own bordord, but abe gulps down, ap- 
parently without discomfort, whole na- 
tions, Jike Poland, Turkestan, and Iinlaud, 
and now, judging from appearances, sho is 
about to establish herself on the Persian 
Gulf, - A cordon of sentinels guard her 
frontier at every point, and censors contrul 
the press, inspect telograms, and overhaul 
the mails, ‘The gauge of railroad tracks 
is brokon at the frontier towns, so that no 
car or its commodities can enter or Jeave 
tho territory without scrutiny. Even her 
language is a bar to intercourso. Tho 
Russian alphabet contains thirty-six char- 
acters,partly Roman, and partly composite. 
Seoing my Own namo Written in Ruasian | 
could not read it. The multiplied vowels 
and peculiar consonant sound effectually 
prevent a foreigner from understanding a 
word when pronounced, and it is impos- 
sible for a foreigner to inquire fora person, 
town, stroot, or number—a bad place to be 
lost ine The Russian. dictionary contains 
over 0,000 words. Poetryin such a di- 
luted language would seem to lack that. ep- 
igrammatic tersoness which is essential to 
convey fores and emphasis, To describe 
such a people under such conditions and at 
4 single sitting is impossible. It would re- 
quire a local residence for years and the 
entire space of twenty hewspapers to con- 
vey anything like an adequate idea of the 
Russian Empire—the country, and its peo- 
ple to say nothing of its hietory. 

I entered Russia from the north. It 
would have mado no difference had it been 
from the east, the south, or the west, Rus- 
sia is furtified on.all sides, not alone by 
fortresses and guna, but by.a secret espiv- 
nage which, without being able to locate 


‘| or describo, is felt, and one insensibly pro- 


cceds with caution. One is not permit- 
ted to leave acar or a boat orto enter 
a hotel, or again to leave a city, without 
showing a passport and having it duly in- 
dorsed. 

Cronstadt is the seaward sentinel of St, 
Petersburg. Seven islandsin the middle 


of a wide, shallow bay, tho islands covered 


by immense forte, and tle channel to be 
traversed by vessels winding between 


them, create an imprestion that this ia not 
one of Russin’s weak points, 


Indeed, one 
look into the throats cf those frowning guns 
The 


mind was by the extent of Russia's wheat 
fields, It has so happened that I followed 
the harvesting of cereals through Belgium, 
Denmark, Sweden and parts of Russia. 


From the English Channel to the Ural 


Mountains, and, | understand, far beyond 
them, it semed to bo a nearly unbroken 
field of yellow grain, America has 10 
longer a corner’ on wheat. The average 


crop of the United Stutes is about twelve 
bushoe!s per acre. 


If Russia, by reaion of 
poor farming, ayerages eight bushels per 


acre, she can, I think, owing tothe cheap 
ness of her land and labor, undersell ur. ! 
Apparently,she has enough wheat harvested | 


this year to feed the entire world, 

St. Petersburg may well be, styled the 
Maguificent City of the Neva. Its streets 
are broad, buildings massive, parks nu- 
merous, museums interesting, and 
monuments grand, 
refrain from giving space for reference to 
pictures, statuary, churches, architecture 
and art, which most travellers describe 
with minuteness. But a part of the charm 
and bloom of Eastern countries would be 
wanting were the esthetic wholly eliminat- 
ed from what I saw. 

In front of the Hermitage Museum at 
St. Petersburg areten monolith Siberian 
marble statues supporting the portico, 
each one of which is fifteen feet high, fully 
developing in {he most ideal manner Her- 
culean strength. In this great depository 
of national wealth, among many other 
things is a solid jasper vase nine feet high. 
St. Isaac's Cathedral has four equal fronts 
in the form of a cross. At each of the 
facades project great porticos supported by 
double rows of monolith columns seven 
feet in diameter and sixty feet high—asixty- 
fourin all. Sublimely beautiful and in 
effect upon the mind not unlike that pro- 
duced by a view of the Egyptian pyramids. 

The River Neva is here about half a mile 
wide. It is crossed by ten bridges, lighted 
by gas or electricity. Seen in the evening, 
with miles of similar lights reflected in the 
water from the quays made. busy by hur- 
rying crowds of men, women and vehicles, 
the sight ig one of exceptional beauty. 
Driving in the streets of St. Petersburg is 
something to be remembered, The pri- 
vate carriages are fine barouches, quite 
like ourown, and generally drawn by 
black ‘Tartarian or Bulgarian stallion 
horses. These® animals have long manes 
and tails, and are driven at a rate of speed 
that would make the Commissioners of 
Central Park stare and clear the conzourse 
of people in a short'time. ‘The drosky is a 
small four-wheeled, one-horse carriage, 
yery low in the body, seating two passen- 
gers, and adriver infront. All drivers 
wear lorig surtout coats reaching to their 
feot, plaited over the hips and bustled bo- 
hind. - The cap is low, broad on top, with 
a curved brim, exactly like that of & gen- 
tleman’s stovepipe’ hat. Around the top 
of the hat are attached several small quills 
or foathors, in. numbers according to the 

Cossack or provincial rank of the driver, 
Tho harness is made of very small pieces of 
strong leather. tis attached to tho car- 
riage or waggon by doublo traces, ono to 


axlotree outside of the hub—an oxtra pre- 
caution against accidents, Over the 
horso’s shoulderand his collar is raised an 
ornamental ox bow, about twonty inches

arate schools, This shows an increase of 
5,861, as compared with 1884 ; but it is con- 
siderably short of the number actually at- 
tending school in 1876, amounting to 489,- 
664. Since that time the number steadily 
decreased until 1883, when the pupils only 
numbered 4€2\887. ‘The falling off is part- 
ly aecounted for by the rush to Manitoba, 
but the wide margin betweon the total 
school population and the actual attendance 
shows that a large class do not take advan- 
tage of our school system, some, no doubt, 
because they attend private schools, but 
more by reason of poverty or the noglect 
of their parents, The statistics certainly 
show great room for improvement in se- 
curing the attendance of this class,

Two More Government Supporters Elected, 


New Wesruinstex, B.C., March 8,—The 
Victoria election took place yesterday, and 
resulted as follows: Baker, 621; Shakes- 
peare, 571; Humphreys, 351; Fell, 321; 
McCallum, 247 ; Robertson, 179, with one 
outlying districtyof 20 votes to hear from. 
This insures the re-election of Mossrs, Ba- 
ker and Shakespeare, (Ministerialists, ) 

Hauirax, N.S., March 8.--The Govern- 
ment press here strongly insist that neither 
Mr. Perry, of Prince, P.E.1., nor Mr. Ellis, 
of St. John, N.B., can take the seats in 
Parliament to which they haye been elected, 

Mr, Freoman, Conservative, has been 
confirmed in his seat in Queens,N.S.,Mack’s 
application for a recount not being in legal 
form. 

The local election in the Fourth district 
of Prince county, P.E.1.,on Saturday week, 
resulted in a victory for Hon. G. W. Bent- 
ley, the Conservative candidate, by a ma- 
jority over Mr. Pound of 126 votes, 

Donald Ferguson, who resigned to con- 
test the Commons’ seat with Mr. Davies, 
has been reappointed Provincial Secretary 
of Prince Edward Island. 

Porr Axnruun, Ont., March 8,—A large 
number of places on the Manitoulin Islands 
were heard from yosterday, and the major- 
ities so nearly balanced one another that 
Dawson was 94 ahead. Tho east has alto- 
gether fallon off from the Reform calcula- 
tions, Rainy River gives 5 for Burk and 
Fort Francis 31,making Dawson's majority, 
so far as heard from, 68. This is accurate 
up to this time. There are six places with 
415 votes to hear from, and the result will 
be very close.

On the Opposition side of the House 
there are many changes. Mr, Creighton 
takes the place of Hon, Mr. Morris. As 
a lioutonant he will bo additional assistance 
to Meredith, for, without saying anything 
offensive of Mr, Morris, his irregularity in 
attendance often was a cause of weakness. 
Mr, Creighton is an able and industrious 
legislator. Nextto him sits French, who 
takes the place formerly occupied by poor 
Laudor—vacant for some time—then filled 
by Merrick. French is considered a good 
lawyer, but has been inclined to indulge in 
fancy logislation heretofore, Nextis H.E. 
Clarke in place of Creighton, then Clancoy, 
of Kent, the only Catholic on the Opposi- 
tion side. A dead set was made at him by 
the Hierarchy because he opposed Mowat, 
but was elected bya sinall majority. He 
is a valuable member, well up in municipal 
matters, his specialties being a thorough 
knowledge" of the present complicated 
systom of drainage, and therefore an 
authority.

Tho Value of London Land, 


(From the Court Journal.) 


It has been ascertained, with regard to 
the Imporial Institute, that the site of about 
fiye acres recently secured for the new Ad- 
miralty and War offices is valued at £520,. 
000, or rather over £160,000 per acro. 
That’ now vacant on Charles street, oppo- 
site the India Office, is less than'an- acre. 
and would cost at least £125,000; probably 
another acre might be secured by private 
contract, so that the value of a limited site 
in this position would not be less than 
£250,000, 

lt has been suggested thata single acre 
not far from Charing Cross might be ob- 
tained for £224,000. Twoanda half acres 
on the Thames embankmént have been of- 
fered for £400,000, and it is stated that six 
acres maybe procured from Christ's Hos- 
pital at £600,000. Another good central 
position has been suggested, consisting of 
two and a halt acres which has been valued 
at £668,000, 

Evon if a reduced price were accepted, no 
site in that direction is to be had for less 
than a quarter of a million. This explana- 
tion ia offered for falling back on the site 
which belongs to the Commissioners of the 
Exhibition of 1851,

Carpets, furnituro, rugs, curtains, vases, 
ornaments, clocks, pictures, books, docu- 
ments, guns, pistols, knives, pocketbooks, 
cigars, ‘cigarettes, stage money, ‘mantle- 
piece, grass mats, all the paraphernalia 
for breakfast and dining tables, and tho 
thousand and one things that may be called 
for are in his department. If any article of 
wearing apparel is usod by more than one 
person in’ the piece, it becomes a *\property” 
and has to be looked after by the property 
man, ‘The thunder drums, rain machines, 
snow boxes and flash torches for lightning 
are all under his charge. If, too, there 
should be any live animals or birds requir- 
ed he has to procure gnd take care of 
them, 

The gasand calcium plots state how 
much light is required on different scenes, 
give the oues or points of action at which 
these lights are to be changed to {it with 
the lowering or raising of lamps, the ap- 
proach of evening or the growing light of 
morning, the rising and sinking of sun or 
moon. If chandeliers, brackets or standard 
gas lights are needed, these are called for 
on the gas plot ; and tho amount of light to 
be left in the auditorium during the differ- 
ent scenes is also put down. This isa very 
important point, for too bright a light in 
the auditorium will often mar the effect of 
a scene, while too much darkness makes an 
audience sombre and dispirited. What

lights, border lights or calciums is another 
detail of the gas plot, 


If the play scenically is an elaborate one 
a fly plot is made out for the guidance of 
the mon who workin the fly galleries on 
either side of the stage above the level of 
the scenes, and from which are raised and 
lowered ceilings, the interior borders that 
are supposed to take the place of ceilings 
and the sky and foliage borders. In playa 
that have many changes of sceries duting 
an act, like the modern English melodrama, 
these borders have to be altered with each 
change. 

After the parts have been copied out and 
distributed to the actors and actresses—a 
proceeding that nearly always causes 
many remonstrances and heart burnings, 
for each is protty sure to think he should 
have the part given to anothor—rehearsals 
begin. These parts contain all the speeches 
of the actor, but only the cuon or two or 
three last worda of the spooch to which he 
replies. As he can obtain from this only a 
very inadequate idea of the context, it is 
usual either to have the play read to the 
company or to have its members: sit in a 
half circle, like a minstrel organiaition, and 
read their parts, When oneor the other 
plan has been followed rehearsals com- 
mence. For the first three or four tho 
actors usually read their parte, have rough 
substitute proportios, and ouly indicate 
“business” by saying, **Thon I kisa you,” 
or *t Hore L knock you down.”

From the nineteenth annual report of the 
Inspector of Prisons and Public Charities 
of Ontario on the gaols, prisons and reform- 
atories for the year ended30th September, 
1886, we learn that the number of persons 
confined in ‘those institutions during the 
twelvemonth was as follows :—In the com: 
mon gaols, 10,645; in the Central Prison, To- 
ronto, 287; in the Reformatory for Boys, 
Penetanguisheno, 205 ; in the Reformatory 
for Females, Toronto, 130 ; in the Domin- 
ion Penitentiary, Kingston, 578; total, 1,- 
766, against 1,877 at the end of the official 
year 1885, ; aw a 

We are indebted to the Ottawa Citizen 
for the following summary of the prolix 
details of the report : 

The number of persons found guilty and 
sentenced to the common gaols for crimes 
against the person was 506; for crimes 
against property, 1,409 ; for crimes againat 
morals ard ‘public decency, 171 ; for offen- 
ces against public order and peace, 4,300 ; 
for contempt of court, 104; total, 6,490 
out of 10,645 commitments and against 
7,301 convictions in 1885. The sexes of 
the persons committed were : Male, 9,174; 
female, 1,471. Their nationalities were : 
Born in Canada, 4,995 ; in England, 1,839; 
in Ireland, 2,226 ; in Scotland, 565 ; in the 
United States, 736 ; in other countries,284. 
Their religions are thus given: Roman 
Catholic, 3,844 ; Church of England,3,461; 
Presbyterian, 1,311; Methodist, 1,371 ; 
other denominations, 658, Of the 10,645 
persons committed 8,415 could read and 
writeand 2,230 could neither read nor write. 

The Central Prison, Toronto, report 
shows that there were in custody in that 
establishment on the ist October, 1886, 360 
persons, against 335 on the same date 1885 
and 273 in 1884. The total number of 
persons in custody during the yoar was 
958, against'1,096 in 1885, and 997 in 1884. 
Of the 594 persons committed during the 
yewr their nationalities are thus given: 
Canadian, 296 ; Irish, 76; English, 106 ; 
United States, 64 ; Scotch, 30 ; other coun- 
tries and unknown, 594. Their religions 
are thus given: Church of England, 
217-; Roman Catholic, 186 ;*Presbyteian, 
86 ; Methodist, 80 ; éther denominations, 
2b. The expenses of the Central Pri- 
son last year amounted to $75,705.63 
against $78,806.05 in 1885, of which 
sum $58,369.78 was for maintenance 
and $17,335.85 connected with carry- 
ing on manufacturing operations in 
the prison. The revenue of the various 
industries amounted to $34,474.35—as fol- 
lows : broom shop, hire of prisoners,$9,- 
441.98 ; woodenware shop, hire of prison- 
ers, $10,919.79 ; brickyard, sales, $5,605.- 
26 ; tailoring shop, sales, $4,648.23; shoe 
shop sales, $3,382.34 ; carpenter's shop, 
sales, $137.05; blacksmith’s shop, sales, 
$341.95 ; miscellaneous shop, sales,$497.65. 

In the Andrew Mercer Reformatory for 
fomales there were in custody on the lst 
October 1886, 114 persons,and subsequent- 
ly admitted to the close of the year 123, 
making 4 total of 237, The expenditure on 
the institution last year amcunted to $26,- 
692.94, and earnings of the different indus- 
trial branches to $4,584.94. 

The number of boys ‘in residence ” in 
the Boy's Reformatory, Penetanguishene, 
during the year 1886 was 285, against 205 
in 1885. In alluding to this institution,the 
Inspector says : 

“ Perhaps the most noticeable feature in 
the history of the Reformatory during the 
year is the falling offin population, which 
on the 30th September numbered but 205, 
accounted for, of course, by tho teduced 
committalsto the Reformatory during 1885 
4 and 1886, Notwithstanding the on 
in the ypulation of the Province during 
tho five years, thero has been in that 
period C01 {derablo falling off in the com 
mitment of boys.; thus in the five year, 
pe ae September, 1886, tho number 
of boy# received into the Reformatory was 
338, while in the preceding five years it 
was 377, difference of thirty-nino.

bursed fora part of his outlay made in 
cash, But by the present regulations this 
is not allowed to be done, and hénce the 
best lumber does not have, by a long way, 
its fair value. Again, there are hundreds 
of acres of timber killed by fires, valueless 
for the lumberman, that could be used by 
tho settlers, but can only be got by first 
getting tho consent of the Department, and 
then paying $1.50 per 1,000 feet to the 
Department and limit holder, thus virtual- 
ly throwing this away. Mr. Wood said 
the remedy he thought desirable wag that 
the local mill owner should pay the 160, to 
tho Government. The timber was the 
property of the Dominion, but that he 
should not be compelled to pay the limit 
holder, The claim of the limit holder was 
based on the sum paid the Dopartment for 
bonus and ground rent. The Government 
have this sum. Let them settle with the 
limit holder, and not add to the incon- 
veniences that the new settlers have 
to undergo by this additional burden. 
He said he felt satisfied that a system more 
equitable in the interest of the settler and 
local mill ownor could be framed,and the in- 
formation asked for was desirable to thatend. 
They should haye the privilege at a nomi- 
nal sum of cutting any timber not used by 
tho lumbermen. They should be called 
upon tu pay the direct charges of the Goy- 
ernment. A certain percentage of the lum- 
ber cut should be allowed to find a market 
outside, and all reasonable facility given 
for securing logs for the local mills. To 
help the mill owner means to held the set- 
tler. A good deal of antagonism exists be- 
tween the lumbermen and the local parties, 
and the Jumberman is often uoreasonably 
aggressive. There are exceptions of course, 
but it should not be left to the generosity 
of any one, but so regulated. that justice 
would be easily secured. 

Inreply to Mr, Pardee, who said there was 
no friction betweon the landowner and the 
local mill owner, Mr, Wood said the Com- 
missioner was decidedly mistaken ; that in 
his constituoncy there was a good deal of

New York, March 9,—Tho N. Y. Star's 
London special says :—M, De Stael, tho 
Russian Ambassador, was the bearer of a 
frosh communication from the Czar to Lord 
Salisbury, to day on the Eastern question. 
The interview wasa protracted one, Tho 
Russian communication is understood to be 
pacific in tone and oponing the way to the 
resumption of the negotiations between 
the -great powers for the appointment of a 
r to Prince Alexander. M. De 
Stel informed Lord Salisbury that a similar 
communication had been sont to Vienna.

They are notso Very Ferocious, if Properly 
Hanodlel, 


Those who have carefully observed the 
management of wild animals in menageries, 
zoological gardens, and in the pens of the 
animal doalers, must,at tinies,says a writer 
in the San Francisco American, have been 
astonishod at the ease with which hirdd mon, 
comparatively unarmed, sublue beasts 
which wo have beon taught yield only to 
the blazing rifle, and fight gamely until 
doath. A lion escapes from his. cage, and 
crouches at the darkened end of the men- 
agorio, IKomembering the stories we hayo 
read of the ferocity ot this beast, and of 
the terrible scones of the lion huht, we can 
imagine only one mode of action, , The! 
keepers should arm themselves with rifles, 
hide behind barciers, and open a rapid fire 
upon him, To our surprise they don’t do 
this, They simply wheel a great cage up 
to him, fall upon him with clubs,and thrash 
Away until he enters it. A fow weeks ago 
an anaconda 17 feet long broke away while 
being carried across a public park in New 
York city. With vivid pictures of the 
exploits of this reptile in the Aroazon water- 
shed before our eyes, we expect to see him 
fall upon the nearest human being, infold 
him in his coils and crush him to a jelly.

No;on the contrary, 
this is not required ; and it must have been 
with a feoling akin to disappointment that 
those who had read of the ferocity of the 
anaconda saw one man, armed only with a 
blanket, advance and seize him by the 
throat, while two others, also unarmed, 
arasp his’ tail, and then the trio, still 
holding on, carry him through the 
streets and thrust him back into the den 
whence he had been taken. Not long since 
the writer saw Mr. Thompson, a dealer in 
live animals open a box containing an ana- 
conda, quite as long as this one, take the 
reptile by the throat and calmly examine 
his mouth, opened though it was in rage, 
to look for cancerous humors. Then from 
adjoining shelves he took» python after 
python, each about 10 feet long, and 6x- 
awine them in like matter. Only last week, 
at tho place of another dealer (Reiche), 4 
big, powerful Syrian beay, e type known 
for its ferocity, was gubdued without the 
firing of a shot, The bear broke through 
iron bars half au inch thick, and, standing 
up with its back againsta cage of monkeys, 
thrust his terrible paws threateningly at 
three keepers gathered about him.’ He 
didn’t have a chance to use them, however, 
for he was belabored with clubs.until glad 
to get back again into his cage. Ona pe- 
dostal near the gate of the Cincinnati Zoo- 
logical Gardens, there recently stood the 
atufled figure of a donkey which, when 
alive, withstood the attack of a lion, and 
beat him off. The Jion, it seems, had bro- 
ken out of its cage and escaped into a wood 
near by, On the gragsy hillook adjoining, 
a donkey lay stretched in placid slumber— 
aslumber that was rudely disturbed by 
the lion, who ina few bounds was upon 
him. When the donkey felt the great 
mass of flesh descend upon him as if from 
the clouds, he was stunned and indignant, 
but not frightened, perhaps beoause he 
had never read any of the wonderful stories 
about the lion, He quickly recovered from 
the blow, and, rising, shot out both hind 
feet at the same time, and caught the lion 
squarely in the forehead, Badly hurt, 
the lion skulked off, and later the donkey 
died of the wound ke received at the onsot.

An appropriationof $5,000.00 was grant- 
ed ldst session for eervicé'on ‘the’ imptoye- 
meut of this stream.

atones and boulders were removed below 
the cutting, until a clear channel of about 
60 feet in width had been formed, 

At Corbyville, situated some distance

Little is left of the old towers, walls, and 
mansions of Dundes, but the Cowgate Port 
has been spared, more as * religious than a 
civic memorial; for from the battlements 
of the gato, in 1644, preached the famous 
George Wishart to the plague stricken who 
wore camped outside the wall on one ride, 
aud on the other to those worthy burghers 
who had escaped the peat, and who stood 
reverently in the street to listen. 

A quaint old story, too, is to bo found in 
the Chronicles, of how Houry, Marl of Hunt- 
ingdov, brother of King William the Lipn, 
being abroad on the sea returning from the 
Ceusades, his brother the king, in joy at 
his wpproach, vowed that he would give 
him the ground on which he should Jand. 
The Earl landed ab Dundee, and ex vero, a 
grand churcli was built, whose noble Lower 
still remains to give dignity to the aspect 
of the busy town, 

Then there was a terriblo storm and sack 
of Dundee in the ciyil wars by the soldiers 
of General Monk, with much plundering of 
harinleas citizens irrespective of their poli- 
tics or religious opinions ; while the gover- 
nor’s head was struck off as a warning to 
any disposed to over obstinate resistance !o 
the established Government. 

A atory of somewhat later date is the 
burying of Grizel Jetfcey for witchcraft, au 
occasion fora general holiday. <A ship- 
master coming into port after many yours’ 
foreign trading noticed the holiday’ aspect 
of the town and inquiring the cause. | This 
was his native town, he said, and he had 
come home alter long years to see his old 
mother, and make merry with his friends, 
and he would be delighted to sharo their 
holiday sports. Then the men of the port 
pointed out to him the blue cloud of smoke 
that was rising over the house tops, and 
told him they were burning Grizel Jetlrey 
the notorous old witch. At that the ship- 
man turned pale, and fell against tho rig- 
ging, when, as soon as he could speak, he 
bade his men cast off the moorings, and so 
he set sail. Andthen people remembered 
that Goody Jeffrey had a son who was a 
seaman, and they guessed that this must 
be he who‘had sailed into the port, and 
thug he had been welcomed home. 

But the saddest story of all,’perhaps,is of 
that Sunday, just after Christmas, 1879, 
when in the mist, rain and storm, and the 
darkness of a winter's night, a train, con: 
taining nearly BPE poroun: started froin 
the south side of the Tay Bridge. This was 
the widest bridge in the world, perhaps— 
ten thousand six hundred and twelve fest 
in length, divided into eighty-five spans, of 
which the widest stretched across two hun- 
dred and eighty-five feet. The platform 
was only fifteen feet wide, aud adapted for 
a single line, and was eighty-five feet above 
high-water mark. f 

In the mist and rain the train departed, 
but it mever reached the further side. 
There was a desperate leap of all that mass 
of woed and iron and palpitating human 
forms, as, with falling girders and broken 
columns, the whole plunged headlong into 
the roaring tide—an awful second of the 
agony of death for all those Jiving creatures 
and then swift doom, Few fragments of 
the train and human bodies were recovered; 
but some months afterwards the wreck of 
one of the railway carriages was found on 
opposite coast of Norway.—All the Year 
Round.

In a factory in which were employed 
several hundred persons one of the work- 
men, in wielding his hammer, carelessly 
allowed it to slip from his hand. It flew 
half way across the room and atruck a. fel- 
low workman in the eye. The man averred 
that his eye was blinded by the blow, al- 
though a careful examination failed to re- 
veal any injury, there being not a scratch 
visible. He brought a suit in the courts 
for compensation for the loss of half his 
eyesight, and refused all offers of com- 
promise. Under the law the owner of the 
factory was responsible for an injury re- 
sulting from an accident of this kind. The 
day of the trial arrived, and in open court 
an eminent oculist retained by the defence 
examined the alleged injured member, 
and gave it as his opinion that it was as 
good as the right eye. Upon the plaintift’s 
loud protest of his inability to see with his 
left eye, the oculist proyed him a perjurer 
and satisfied the court and jury of the fals- 
ity of his claim. He did it simply by 
knowing that the colors green and red com- 
bined make black, He prepared a black 
card on which a few words were written 
with green ink, The plaintiff was or- 
dered to put ona pair of spoctacles with 
two different glasses, the one for the right 
eye being red, and the one for the left eye 
consisting of ordinary glass. Then the card 
was handed bim and he was ordered to 
read the writing on it. This he did with- 
out hesitation, and the cheat was at once 
exposed. The sound right eye, fitted with 
the red glass, was unable to distinguish the 
green writing on the black surface of the 
card, while the left eye, which he pretend- 
ed was sightless, was the one with which 
the reading had to be done,

The Depelopment of Artillery 


The actual date at which cannon were 
first used is not known, Lut cannon, Called 
**crakys of war,” were employed by Ed- 
ward IJ. against the Scots in 1327, by the 
French at the siege of Puy Guillaume in 
1338, and by Edward ILI, at Crecy and at 
Calais in 1346. These weapons, commonly 
called ** bombards,” were made of iron bars 
hooped together with iron rings, and were 
wider at the mouth than elsewhere. They 
were first used to shoot stones, but iron 
balls were afterwards substituted Bom- 
bards of great Tength and power were em- 
ployed by Louis XI. during the French 
campaign in 1477, some with stones and 
some with iron balls. 

About this time cannon began to be made 
by casting,instead of being formed of hoop- 
ed’bars ; and bronze and brass were used as 
well as iron. 

The cannon of the 16th century were a 
great improvement upon those of the 15th 
century, being smaller and better finished, 
but still more powefful. The largest can- 
non made in the 17th century, so far as is 
known, was the Bogapoor cast iron gun 
**Malickle Meidan,” or ‘*Lord of the 
Plain,” made either by Aurungzebe or by 
the Mahrattas. 1t was fourteen feet long, 
28 inch bore, and required a ball of 1,600 
lb. weight. 

The invention of shells cannot be ac- 
curately traced. They were employed in 
1480 by the Sultati of Gujerat, and by the 
Turks at the Siege of Rhodes in 1522. The 
Spaniards and Dutch both used them dur- 
ing the War of Dutch Independence, and 
they appear to have been generally adopted 
by about 1634, They were not used in 
naval warfare, however, until 1681, when 
the French constructed special ‘* bomb 
vessels,” 3 

Formerly every shell was a hollow sphere 
of cast iron, varying in thickness from half 
an inch to two inches, and in diameter 54 
to [3 inches, The sphere had a fuse hole 
like a bung hole, an inch across, through 
which the charge, consisting of pieces of 
metal and powder, to burt the shell was 
inserted. The hole was then plugged by a 
fuse, which was a tube of slow-burning 
powder, timed to communicate fire to the 
charge after the lapse of a certain number 
of seconds, 

The greatest change in tho artillery of 
this country toek place in 1854, when dur- 
ing the Crimean War, a British general 
saved his position by means of two 18-poun- 
der guns, which, being two tons each in 
weight, wore got into action with the great- 
es' difliculty, 

Mr. William Armstrong, hearing of the 
incident, was struck with che idea that as 
rifling had proved effective in small arms, 
it should be equally so in cannon ; and that 
if wrought iron were used in place of cast, 
and elongated projectilos inatead of iron 
bulls, equal range could be obtained with 
lighter guns. Following out this idea, he 
produced a weapon which was pronounced 
to be but a pop-gun, but upon trial it proved 
such a success that the Commander-in- 
chief said it could do anything but speak. 

Tho invention of iron-plating for vessels 
led to further improvements until artillery 
reached its presont almost perfect state.- 
Newcastle Chronicle.

The Maritime Bank, 


The Toronto Mail remarks :—‘* The 
Maritime Bank had a paid-up capital stock 
of only $321,000. Its total liabilities were 
$1,200,000 and its supposed assets $1,- 
600,000. Of the assets $1,000,000 repre- 
sented loans to the public and largely to 
lumbermen. An idea of the condition of 
the bank when the last returns were made 
can.be formed by the comparison, with the 
condition of a subscantial bank at the same 
time, The Bank of Montreal reported 
twelve millions of paid-up capital, and to- 
tal Jiabilities reaching $23,000,000, At 
the same time its assets were $42,000,000 
and its current loans and discounts were 
$16,000,000. It will be observed that, 
while the Maritime Bank owed almost four 
times asmuch as its paid up stock, the 
Montreal Bank owed not quite twice 
as much, and while the assets of the 
Maritime Bank were within $400,000 of 
the liabilities, those of the Montreal Bank 
are nearly twenty million dollars ahead of 
the liabilities.”

POWERFUL BRITISH BATTLE 
LAUNCHED LAS WEEK, 
, 


Two SHIPS 


Loypon,March 14.—A new belted cruis- 
er, tho Galatea, was launched Thursday 
from the Napier yard at Govan, on the 
Clyde, just below Glasgow. Lord Charles 
Beresford was on board. The Galatoa is 
300 feot long between perpendiculars, 56 
feet extreme beam and 37 feet deep. 
Her draught of water is 16 feet and her 
displacement will be 5,000 tons when in 
fighting condition, with everything on 
board. The admiralty expect a speed of 
eighteen knots ab hour. The engines are 
of the triple expansion type, working twin 
ecrows. They indicate 8,500 horse power 
at a working pressure of 130 pounds, The 
boilers are of the double ended multitub- 
ular type, with corrugated flues. Her arm- 
ament is composed of two long range nine 
and one quartr inch Armstrong guns, 
ten six-inch guns of the same class, eight 
six pounders, eight three pounder quick fir- 
ing gunsand six torpedo impulse tubes.

THE KILLED AND INJURED, 


Latest from the railway accident states 
that thirty-four persons were killed, mostly 
women, and forty injured. 

Many must have been killed instantly, 
for within alittle while after the train 
went down, a dozon of bodies had been re- 
moved and moro were lying side by side on 
the snow-covered pasture. 
did not begin to compare with the wound- 
ed, who were placed in the conveyances 
which had arrived and were hurried away 
to their homes and the city hospitals. One 
of the most appalling sights was that of a 
young school-girl, whose head was com- 
petely severed from the body, which ren- 
dered identification impossible. 


UNIDENTIFIED BODIES. 


In.addition to the killed that have been 
identified, the bodies of four unknown men 
and two unknown women haye been receiy~ 
At the City Hospital, 
barring the fearful suffering and horror 
which the flames added to the White River 
disaster one month ago, it is a repetition of 
that terrible tragedy. 
Shore Line express had passed safely over 
the bridge only half an hour before the 
fated train shot fifty feet through the air 
and carried many of its human freight to 
sudden and awful deaths.

tho “Stsbility of the earth,” by N.S. Shal- 
er, Tho writer shows that tho oarth mw 
not noarly go firai as it is genorally sup- 
posed to be, Parts of its surface are con- 
tinually in motiva, and there are disturb- 
ing causes continually at work, Tho ap- 
purently solid earth on which wo livo and 
on whose stability we place such groat. de- 
pendence is subject to oscillations, pulsa 
tions and tremors, some of them so slow 
and gentlo as only to be perceptible by the 
most dolicate instruments, and others so 
violent and destructive as to cause changes 
over large areas of the earth's surface and 
to fill their inhabitants with the wildest 
alarm, Tho earth everywhore shows indi- 
cations of these terrible convulsions. Mr, 
Shaler attributes these movements to tho 
unequal cooling of the earth. According 
to him our planet has for ages, the length 
of which it 1s impossible to measure, been 
undergoing a process of shriuking. Its 
diameter has been growing less and less. 
As the earth shrinks it shrivels, and it is 
this shrivelling which has caused the in- 
equalities of its surface, its mountain ran- 
ges, its plains, its valleys, its ocean beds, 
etc. The upheavings and the foldings and 
contortions of the immense masses of mat- 
ter by forces whose strength is’ not to 
be moasured have been attended by 
the phenomena which men have call- 
ed earthquake.” Tho scientists seein 
to know very little about these forces 
or how they work, but they have found out 
some facts regarding them which are highly 
interesting. They can tell from history and 
from the testimony of the rocks whether 
any partioular region of the earth in the 
later ages of its existence has been visited 
by earthquakes. There are ‘‘ natural in- 
dices ofa quiet earth" scattered over its 
sarface. Some of these aro large masses of 
rock left by the glaciers so nicely poised 
that any violent movement of the 
earth would cause them to lose their bal- 
ance. That these have maintained their 
apparently insecure positions is proof that 
the part of the world in which they are 
found has not suffered from earthquakes 
since they were dropped by the sea of ive. 
How lony ago that was geologists alone can 
guess. There are beside these, columns of 
stone that have withstood the wearing 
agencies that have levelled the country sur- 
rounding them. Some of these are not very 
firm on their bases, and would certainly 


been convulsed by earthquakes of the most 
violent class. It is safe to conclude that 
the regions in which the insecurely placed 
stones and shaky columns have been left so 
long undisturbed have not been subject to 
earthquakes in the past aud are not likely 
to be so in the future, 

From evidence of the nature we have in- 
dicated Mr, Shaler concludes that the east- 
tern part of North America has not been 
the theatre of violent seismic convulsions 
for a long geologic period. Boston had an 
earthquake scare in 1765, but very little 
harm was done to property and none to 
life by the visitation, In 1811 the country 
south of the James River was shaken by an 
earthquake of considerable violence, and 
again, as our readers know, in 1866, whon 
Charleston suffered considerable damage by 
au earthquake and its colored inhabitants 
were nearly frightened to death. In 1811 


| the region of the lower Mississippi. There 
| was then a sinking of the earth so that ox- 
tensive tracts that were good upland and on 
which settlers had commenced to work be- 
came covered with water and were con- 
verted into a morass, There was another 
earthquake in the same region in 1815. 
Earthquakes haye been felt in California, 
but, on the whole, North America has been 
free and is likely to remain free from earth- 
quake disturbance. On this subject Mr. 
Shaler says; ‘‘ Limiting ourselves to his- 
toric eyidence alone, we may consider that 
shocks of the third (or mildest) degree of 
violence are likely to happen in Central 
New England, the Pacific coast south of 
Oregon, and the Southern lowlands of the 
United States, and are probably to be ex- 
pected in other areas, The natural evi- 
dence, though it clearly indicates that the 
more violent shocks have not been common 
in the largor part of our territory does not 
show that these minor but still possibly 
deyastating shocks were wanting.” When 
the essayist says of the United States ap- 
lies to British America east of the Rocky

Poworful Criticisms by Me. Croighton aud 
Others. 


ToKnonto) March 1b. 

Mr. PD, Creighton of North Grey fol 
lowed the Tlon. Mr. Ross nd criticized 
soni of his statements in bis budget speech. 

Ilo regrettod that the GoVernmont had 
failed to secure a sottlemont of the Domia- 
lon accounts, Thore wassblame somo- 
Where. Various municipalities of the 
province were looking eagerly from year to 
yoar for the funds coming, but which nev- 
or came. Rogarding the surplus, Mr, 
Creighton objected to the Treasurer's olass- 
ing the amount in the Dominion Govern 
imont’s hands as an available asset. It had 
no part in the surplusand was misleading 
to the country, It is simply a trust fund, 
the interest of which Ontario can get year- 
ly for school purposes, but the principal 
never. He quoted the arbitrator's award 
in proof of this, He also took exception 
to other items in the so-called assets, re- 
ferring particularly to drainage debentures. 
The present Treasuror had adopted a 
rough-and-ready method of classifying 
everything os assets. Kither the Hon. 
Treasurer's predecessors or himself had 
blundered, The Government was giving 
away the monoys of the province to mu- 
nic:palities ; they were writing off muni- 
cipal debts under an order in council, but 
did not mention these reductions in mak- 
ing up the list of assets. 

The alleged assets, said Mr. Creighton, 
were not all presently payable, but the 
Troasurer refused to take into account the 
liabilities not presently payable, He as- 
sumed the latter as having a present value. 
Tho railway liability of two millions was 
simply transferred and not cancelled. Add 
to this the two millions in .the Dominion 
Government's hands, which have no place 
among the assets, and che alleged six mill- 
ion surplus is reduced to two millions. If 
the Dominion hud not come to the relief of 
Ontario some years ago the province would 
now have an actual deficit of about $400,- 
000. The Government is making trouble 
for itself. Municipalities are clanroring 
for money on the strength of the fictitious 
assets, 

As to the actual receipts and expenditures 
Mr. Creighton contended that the provinces 
has been running behind every year, By 
occasional timber sales the treasurer was 
able to balance his accounts. By his ar- 
annuity scheme he had raised $760,804 in 
three -years and yetsays he has no lia- 
bility! Hehas bonded the province to 
pay over a million dollars within forty 
yoars. 

The Government, continued the opposi- 
tion critic, was ulso dissipating the capital 
of the country. 1t sold property to pay cur- 
rent expenses. It professed toapply these 
amounts on capital-*account, such as public 
buildings, but in reality was changing an 
available asset into one notavailable. The 
timber revenue is rapidly decreasing. The 
hon. member accused the Government of 
allowing the affairs of the country to drift. 
They had nothing new to propose except 
an Occasional hint as to another raid on the 
Dominion treasury. The Government's 
friends in the Dominion House took a 
totally different stand from themselves re- 
garding railway subsidies in Quebec. Col- 
onization roads expenditure was carried on 
more in the interest of the Government than 
of the people at large. 

Mr, H. E, Clarke, Toronto,characterized 
the Government surplus as mythical. He 
found fault with the Indian and Colonial 
Exposition report for its slighting of the 
the manufacturers of the province. They 
should have been oredited with a greater 
share of the total success. He ridiculed 
the Goyernment’s constant railing at the 
Dominion Cabinef. He differed with Mr. 
Creighton in crediting the Government with 
a real surplus, He proposed to show that 
they had an actual deficit. Applying mer- 
centile rules to the balance sheet the total 
value of Crown lands may be estimated at 
say twenty millions in 1872. Adding cash 
in treasury and Dominion Trust Funds, the 
total assets of the province which Sancdtield 
Macdonald bequeathed the Government 
was about twenty-niue millions. There 
were no liabilities then, Since then ten 
millions worth of crown lands haye been 
sold, The.cash and trust funds to-day, 
added to the other ten millions of crown 
lands, gives a total asset of sixteen millions 
odd in 1886 as against twenty-nine millicns 
in 1872. The Government must show 
whore this money had gone.

Testing a Gigantic Cannon, 


Cho tiret three proof rounds of the pow 
erful now gun supplied by the Elowick 
Works for hor Majesty's barbotte ship 
Benbow wore fired ebruary 10, at the 
butts at Woolwich Arsonal, the result ao 
far yolpg to show that this is the finest 
spoctinen of artillery yet produced in this 
or any other country. Among the **Wool- 
wich Lofants’ it is like the famous Queeu 
Elizabeth's bronze gun in Dover Castle 
among the old carronades, In length it is 
524 in., or nearly 44 ft. The inner tube is 
of solid steel throughout, strougthened by 
jackots of comparatively thin steol hoops, 
The length of the bore is 4874 in.,- or 
about thirty calibers, and the rifling, which 
consists of sinall shallow grooves, extonds 
for 397.2 in., orabout 33ft. The diametor 
of the powder chamber is a» trifle over 21 
in,, and its capacity 28,610 cubic inches. 
Tho twist of the rifling commences with 
one in 120 calibros, and increases to one in 
56 calibres. Tho gun is mounted ona fine 
cast steol truck, which weighs 95 tons, and 
on the proof rounds it ran up to the in- 
cline from about 50 to 70 ft. 

Tho first round was fired with 699 pounds 
of Westphalian powder ‘and a cylindrical 
projectile weighing 1,800 pounds. Tho ve- 
locity attained was 1,632 ft. persecond, giving 
an cnergy to the projectile of about 35,240 
foot tons for the penetration of armor. The 
second round was with ashot of like weight 
and 700 peunds of the same powder, being 
tho largest charge as yet fired in England. 
Tho velocity attained was 1,843 ft. per sec- 
ond, the energy acquired being about 43,- 
100 foot tons. The third round was with 
& similar projectile of 1,800 pounds and a 
powder charge of 800 pounds. The velo- 
city attained was 2,007 ft. per second, and 
the evergy rose to some 50,000 foot tons. 
The pressures of the gases within the cham- 
ber of the gun at the time of the: powder 
discharge were 9 tons with the 600 pound 
charge, 12 tons with 700 pounds, and 15 
tons with the 800 pound charges. The ro- 
coil of the gun in the last round was con- 
trolled by hydraulic buffers within 4ft.6 in, 
Tho inner tube of the gun was in perfect 
condition at the termination of the day's 
firing. It is expected that when the next 
date of proof firing is determined, powder 
charges of 850 pounds and 950 pounds will 
be used with projectiles of 1,800 pounds 
weight, and an energy on the projectile of 
62,700 foot tons may be expected to be de- 
veloped, capable of penetrating armor more 
than 3 ft. thick.

Amongst the bills presented to the Legis- 
lature Is the following by Mr. A. F. 
Wood, proposing toamend the Railway 


Act : 


1, Section 20 of The Railway Act of Ontario 


1s amended by adding the following elause there- 


Any party feeling argriaved by the proposed 
location may within fifteen days after receiving 
the notice aforesaid, apply to a County Court 
J ofthe County where said location has 
been’ by petition setting forth his objec- 
tions to the route designated, andthe said 
Judge may, if he considers sutlicient cause there- 


for ex “sppoint three disinterested persons, 
one of whom must be a Civil Engineer, Com- 


joners to examine the said proposed route, 
and after hearing the parties, to contirm or al- 
ter the same as may be consistent with the just 
rights of all parties and the public, but no such 
alteration shall be made except with the con- 
currencs of the Commissioner whois a eivil 
Engineer, The determiuation of the Commis- 
sioners shall within thirty days efter their ap- 
pointment be made and certifiec by them, and 
the certificate filed in the office of the Clerk of 

the Peace for the said County. 
(a) The said Commiesioners shall be entitled 
to the same fees as Arbitrators, and such 
. . feeshallin the first instance be paid by 
~ the applying for their appoint- 
~ ment, Butif the proposed route is altered 
or changed by the Commissioners, the 
Company shall refund to the applicant

in by this billisa good one; and that 
such,an amendment to the oxisting law is 
in the public interest, experience has shown 
in this;county and no doubt in all other 
counties in which railways have been built. 
Take the case of tho Grand Junction in 
illustration of the aggravation and injury 
which’ can be and have been inflicted upon 
land-owners by railway mon. The road in 
question—all of if, at least, which traverses 
the County of Hastings—was built under 
contract at a certain rate per mile, hence it 
was to the advantage of the contractor not 
only to avoid difficulty of construction in 
order to leasen the cost of labor, but to 
lengthen the distance between the objec- 
tive points as much as possible. Thus 
the contractor, having uo encouragement 
to build on an air line as nearly as possible, 
is said to have carried the track around 
well near Hayden's corners and a stone

IN THE VALLEY OF BAGLE AND YRASEM II- 
VERS. 

Following the valley of the Eaglo River 
we wind gaily through the cedar forest of 
the Gold Range, gemmod with lakes blue 
and shining, its tall, darkly-clothed sum- 
mits often lit by small cascades gleaming 
through the trees. Crossing and recrossing 
the Eagle River seven or eight times, we 
reach the Sicamous Narrows, into which 
its dark hurrying waters are emptied.

Tlie cost of carrying om the Industrial 
Department was $2,793, 15 lesa in 1886 than 
in 1885. The reduction is chiefly caused 
by the fact that no wood had to be bought 
for the brickyard, there being sufficient left 
over from the previous season.

A-decrease in the revenue of $6,143.45 


was caused by reduced receipts from the 
brickyard, and shoe and tailor shops. The 
decreased number of. prisoners.compelled the 
Warden to put less men to,rcork in the brick- 
yard than ‘in the previous years, as he was 
bound to keep the contractors in the broom 
and woodenware shops fully supplied, and 
consequently theoutput from the yard was less 
and the sali fewer. In addition to this, a 
considerable quantity of the brick mado in 
the prison yard, was. used in the many’ per- 
manent structural improvements made to 
the prison, and for which no cash was re- 
ceived. The reduction of tho receipts in 
the tailor and shoe shops is accounted for 
by the fact, that at the close of the year 
several accounts for gaol clothing supplied 
tothe Counties were outstanding. 

The table annexed shews how the pris- 
oners were employed, and the number of 
days’ work which was performed by them

The Mav forcibly remarks that the first 
cause of the decrease in the revenue above 
noted, ‘illustrates one of tle evils ‘of the 
contract: system. The industries carried 
on under it, as we have frequently shown, 
compete more unfairly than the others 
with outside labor, and yet, when the num- 
ber of prisoners is reduced, the men must 
be taken from the other industries to keep 
up the full supply of labor called for by 
the contracts, This is manifestly unfair 
to freolabor, though thero is no help for it 
so long as the contract system remains ‘in’ 
force, 

Now as the number of days’ work per- 
formed by the prisoners was 06,951, and as 
the revenue derived from that work was 
$34,474.35, it would therefore appear that 
the prisonors earned 354c. per head per 
day, but as the “manufacturing expend- 
iture” was $17,330.85, it thus appears that 
the province notted but 17 4-be, from the 
labor of each conyict,against which is to be 
placed tho cost of their maintenance, 45j 
eénts per day, Comment would be super: 
fluous. 

The inmates of the Andrew Morcer Re. 
formatory for fomales are also competitors 
with honest labor, as ls shown by the fol- 
lowing oxtract from the report of the In- 
spector : 

Owing ie the decrease in the number of in 
mates, the Industrial Department does not make 
euch a good showing as in Previous years, no far 
as revenue is COnoorned, but still'the great on 
ject of Keeping the inmates steadily employed 
was attained, Tho cash revenue was also ro 


duced this year by charging to. the laundry a 
larger proportion of water than formerly, 


attributed to work badly done, for on all 
occasions when work has been sont the ut- 
most satisfaction has been given. 

During the months when work from the 
wholesale houses was scarce tho inmates 
wore omployed in knitting and making up 
clothes for Reformatory use. It is oftena 
matter of surprise to mo that these women 
work so well an dilligently, It is very un- 
usual for any of thom to be punished for 
refusing to work.

How long are the honeat workingwomon 
of the province, many of whom have a 
hand-to-mouth straggle for existence, to be 
compelled to compete with prison-fed com- 
petilors, whose gross earnings amount to 
less than half the cost of their maintenance, 
namely 194 ets.—which amount, if the cost 
of sewing machines and materials furnished 
were deducted, would be lessened several 
cents perdiem? Is it right that, in a 
Christian country, such a state of affairs 
should exist, with all the nameless horrors 
‘which are inseparable from it! The public 
will with one accord demand that it be 
ended—that Government competition with 
honest labor, and especially female labor, 


shall cease at once and for all time to come,

liromen. Three of the hotel girls are 
thought to have beon burned to death. 
Mr, F. H. Bryant, of Now York, is vory 


badly burned about the foot and hands, 
Mr. M. W. Parson, of Olean, a most pro- 
minont citizen, was burned about the hands 

The number of those injured is nob 
exactly known. Many drogyed thenisolyes 
to neighboring hotels and saloons and had 
thoir burns dresssed. A numbor of insur- 
ance men were in the building, and several 
of thom aro badly injured. 

A middle-aged man with close-cropped 
black whiskers and of heavy build, made 
his eacape from the second or third floor to 
the roof of James Creighton’s saloon, He 
must have been severely injured internally, 
for he was unable to accept the means of 
escapo afforded by a small ladder raised to 
him. He started to descend, but after pro- 
ceoding a few stops he lost his balance, and 
toppled over on the sidewalk, Ho struck 
on his head and diod almost instantly. The 
body waa lator idontified as that of W. Pur- 
cell, of this city, local agent of Bradatreet’s. 

At the present writing the police report 
ten dead at various hospitals, and believe 
that there aro from 25 to 30 killed, or 
wounded in all, 

LATER. 

Mark Osborne, hotel clerk, was burned 
to death. Tho register and books of the 
hotel were burned, and as the people who 
are being excavated from the ruins are un- 
reconizable it is impossible to tell who they 
aro. One hundred and twenty-five guests 
were at the hotel ; about forty of these are 
actually reported as burned alive; about 
twenty areseyerely burned, and most of 
these are not expected to live, whe about 
sixty-five are supposed to have escaped with 
little or no injury. 

DESCRIPTION OF AN LYE WITNESS. 


Burea.o, N.Y., March 18.—Some thrill- 
ing scenes occurred at the burning of the 
Richmond” this a,m. *“*1 was on the 
fourth floor,” said Mr. C.G, Beggs, of 
New York, “tin a room close to the elc- 
vator, 
fire indicator. I jumped up, pulled on 
my clothes aud stockings, and, openivg 
tho door leading to my friend Devine’s 
room, aweke him, He sprang for the 
window, and I wentback into. my room 


and opened the door leading to the hall- 


way. A burst of fierce flames drove nie 
back and burned me terribly, but I had 
presenco of mind to shut the door, and 
going back into the room, shut the con- 
necting door botween our rooms to keep 
the sinoke back. Then 1 broke the win- 


dow with my hand and got out on the 


ledge beside Devine. “ We stood at a cor- 
ner of the building. We saw a fire escape 
but could nob reach it. Then we went 
back into the room and found another door 
leading into a short hallway. It was Jock- 
Wo dashed our shoulders desperately

every minute, and the smoke was sufloca- 


ting. Finally, we broke a space through 
the upper panel barely sufficient to crawl 
through.” The small hallway commanded 
the fire escape, and they made their way lo 
the ground. Mr. Devine was entirely un- 
hurt. Mr. Beggs cut his right Land badly 
in breaking the window ; a large piece of 
flesh was gouged oub of his wrist so that 
the pulse could be seen to boat. His re- 
markable presence of mind certainly saved 
his life. He says he will go on to New 
York to-night. ‘“‘f lost my head,” said 
Devine, ‘Beggs saved both our lives.”’ 
Mr, A. N. Merriam, of Toronto,represent- 
ing Messrs. Cox & Co., stock brokers, was 
on the third floor.”

moro clearly Impressed upon the minds of 
all those who have the care of milk, they 
would be more cautious than they now seem 
to bo in regard tothe quality of air which 
they allow to come in contact with it, It 
is a fact which cannot be too strongly im- 
pressed upon the mind of every one con- 
nected with the care of milk, or the manu- 
facture of milk products, that milk takes in 
every odor as well as the seeds of every 
erment that blows ovor its surfac>. Every 
odor that comes in contact with milk is 
grasped and taken in at once, and its grasp 
is nover slackened, Once taken in it js 
thore permanently, and the seeds of every 
ferment that touches its surface finds such 
a fortile soil to flourish m that they spring 
at once into vigorous growth,and multiply 
and quickly *ledven the whole lump.” A 
pail of milk standing ten minutes where it 
Will take the scent of a strovg smolling sta- 
ble or any other offeusive odor, will imbibe a 
smoll that will never leave it, This may 
seem like descending to little things, butit 
inust be remtembered that it is the sum of 
Such little things that determine whether 
the products of the dairy are to be sold at 
cost or below, or as a high priced luxury. 
Lf milk is to be convérted into an article of 
the latter class it must be handled and kept 
in clean and sweet vessels, and must stand 
in pure fresh air,such as would be desirable 
aud healthy for people to breathe. 

It has happened every now and then in 
cheose factory practice that milk has been 
fonnd to coagulate without the presence 
of any sensible acidity or rennet. Well 
aullhenticated cases of this kind have ooc- 
casionally’ appeared in the dairy papers, 
and they have also been mentioned by 
dairymen at their meetings for public dis- 
cussion. Their occurence hasbeen the 
occasion of surprise, and a good deal of 
wonder as to the cause of such a pheno- 
menon, but no light has been shed upon 
tho subject further than to tind that thore 
is always something the~ matter with the 
milk so affected, Several instances of this 
kind have been brought to my notice at 
the factory under my supervision. The 
causes which bring about these seemingly 
strange resultsare in. my opinion neither 
hew nor very materially different from 
thoso which produce ordinary coagulation. 
Thero is in milk, whon it comes from tho 
cow, a vory small quantity of yoast, so to 
speak, similar to. that in reunet. ‘The in- 
fluence of this ferment in yeast in new milk 
varies according to the treatment of the 
milk and the health of the cow from which 
itis taken. Any circumstances which pro- 
duce a feverish condition in the cow will 
increase the coagulating agent in her milk 
in proportion to the amount of fever. The 
feverishness produced by eating improper 
food, by drinking stagnant water or by 
worrying. with dogs; will so increase the 
fermentation as to make the milk coagulate, 
There are also natural causes, as exposure 
to the hot sun, or when tho air is charged 
with electricity, as when it lightens, it is 
sure to put thunder in the milk.

HASTINGS COUNTY CHEESEMAK 
ELS’ ASSOOIATION, 


A govorl meoting of tho Jounty of LLust- 
logs Cheesemakersa’ Association was held in 
Stirling on Friday, March 1}.

The 
following intorusting papers were read : 

A TALK ON MILK AND DAIRY MATTERS. 

Of all the various fouds used for the sup- 
port of» mankind, milk is 6ne of the most 
porfect.. But while milk has been the nab- 
ural food of the young of all mammalia, aud 
while it has been, for ages, both in its nat- 
ural and manufactured state, a blessing to 
tho poor anda luxury to the rich, little was 
ktiown comparatively of its composition and 
of its behaviour undor certain peculiar con- 
ditions, until within the last half century, 
While there are many things about milk 
which are obvious enough, there aro many 
other things wich are not so readily appa- 
rent, and which requiregareful observation 
and attention to become acquainted. with, 
Tudeed the study of milk is @ long, and, in 
many respects, a difficult one, Ib has, so 
far, proved too difficult, not’only for the 
practical man, but even for the most criti: 
cal observer, 

The necessity for a more complete know- 
ledge of milk by the produodr, the manu- 
factaror, the scientist and the consumer is 
fully appreciated, and we hepe to go far 
enough, at least, to awaken an_ interest 
that will inspire au enthusiasm to go far- 
ther, 

_ That the varied and extensive uses of 
milk call for an intimate acquaintance with 
its composition and peculiar qualities by 
the parties who produce, mauufacture or 
consume it, must be apparent. It is evi- 
dent that a full and coniplete understand- 
ing of all that relates to the materials to be 
dealt with must give the operator many 
advantages which he would npt otherwise 
be likely to make available. ‘The better, 
too, the value of milk is understood, the 
more extensive will beits consumption, ‘as 
well as the more perfect its production and 
manufacture. Hence the, dairyman of 
should labor with the double purpose of 
learning all he can himself and communi- 
cating all the knowledge he can to others, 
witha view toa deoper interest in the 
business and a larger consumption of. his 
products, To the milk producer the food 
of his cow is his raw material, and his cows 
the machines by which it is manufactured 
into an available or marketable product. 
To the manufacturor milk ia the» raw ma- 
terial, which is to be wrought into a new. 
product for increasing ité vatue ur for pres- 
ervation, by means of his own labor and 
skill. Myaimin this paper is to try 
and explain to the ati producer tho 
most simple and effectual moans of sup- 
plying the manufacturer with a fault- 
less article. There has beon in the past too 
much expected of our manufacturers) as 
nona but perfect goods are expected or ac- 
cepted, from the milk furnished, no matter 
how defective. Tomy mind it seems clear 
that in no way could we enhance the value 
of our products more than by giving careful 
attention to the production of milk in its 
purity, First then we will direct our atten- 
tion to milking, in which there are three 
distinct poiits to be rogarded. The first 
relates to the treatment of the cow,the sec- 
oud to cleanliness, and the third to the 
manner of extracting the milk, There is 
philosophy in milking as well as in every- 
thing else, aud a right and a wrong way of 
doing it. Cows should never be hurried out 
oftheir natural gait. Hurrying a cow 
when ehe is full hastens the circulation of 
her blood, and heats both hor blood and her 
milk, A very little heating of the © blood 
perceptibly"affects the milk. It increases 
its odor’as well as modifies the butter or 
cheese made from it, All harsh and violent 
treatment should be entirely avoided. Kind 
and gentle treatment is absolutely essential 
to all drawing the milk. When once begua 
‘a cow should not be left till she is finished. 
The quickest milker gots the most and the 
best miik, because he gota all the strippings, 
which are the richest part. Be careful and 
do not stop milking to change pails before 
you draw the strippings, as they are essen- 
tially necessary to the manufacturer to en- 
sure a fine quality of goods. Cleanliness, 
we are told, is akin to godliness, this will 
apply to milking as well as anything else, 
Great care is necessary to avoid any foreign 
matter getting in the milking pail. To 
mention in detail all the points that offend 
against cleanliness would be tedious They 
must, for the most part, be left to the milk- 
er’s sense of neatness, which certainly ought 
to bo of an sppreciative character.* Un- 
cleanly milking is quite too common, If all 
the milk of which butter and cheese are 
made could be taken to the dairy house or 
factory as undefiled as it exists in the udder 
the price of those luxuries would be at once 
materially advanced. One very objection-

Lt is, in our 
opinion, two-fold, namely : 

1, A firm refusal by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to grant any addition to the sub 
sidy of any province, until itcan be shown 
that such province cannot, by the exercise 
of the most rigid economy, make its revenue 
and its expenditure balance. 

2. The inauguration of a stringent sys- 
tem of economy in all the provinces, which 
ought to bs commenced by the abolition of 
their second chambers in the Legislatures 
and the reduction of the expense of legis- 
lation toa minimum, Next, cut down the 
expenditure for inunicipal objects to an ex- 
tent no greater at all everts than. that 
which prevails in Ontario, and, generally 
inaugurate an era of economy. Let there 
be a meeting of the representatives of the 
provinces to take concerted action in carry- 
ing out these reforms, and if, after a year or 
two, it is not found that tie result is satis- 
factory, the Dominion Parliament can be 
approached witha much better show of 
reason thap is at presont apparent.

The difficulties which have arisen are not, 
howover, 60 easily got rid of as the Times 
and those who favor the abolition of ‘the 
subsidies and the imposition of direct taxa- 
tion'seem'to imagine, There are many 
considerations which must.be taken into 
account before the heroicmeasure advocated 
by the Times can be adopted. ‘The tariff is 
one of these. Owing to the vast extent and 
varied climatic conditions of our country, 
the circumstances of its territorial divisions 
are necessarily so widely different that it is 
impossible toframe a tariff that would sui 
allthe members of the Confederation. 
Still, Canada must have'a uniform tariff and 
the system of provincial subsidies has tend- 
ed to equalize the differences which haye 
been found to exist. This is but ono of 
many difficulties connected with the subject 
that would render impossible, ia our 
opinion, the abolition of the subsidy system, 
unless, indeed, those who fayor that idea 
are regardless of the continuance of the 
union. sf 

At the samo time, there is no reasonable 
doubt that the system has not been so 
successful in its workings as its projectors 
anticipated and as the well-wishers of the 
union could have desired. With the rulers 
of the. provinces, as with individuals, the 
proverb **easy como, easy go” has been 
exemplified. The Dominion haying fur- 
nished to each of the local Governments a 
14rg6_ annual revenue which was very 

easily acquired, as they had no effort to 

make and no responsibility to incur in con- 

nection with its collection,- the administra- 
tors of the provincial finances were thoreby 
enticed into extravagance, and, tho in. 
evitable result occurring, they agitated for 
an increaso, which being granted, _ they 
continued im their imprudent courso. 
Quebec gave sums far beyond her moans 
in aid. to railways and liquidated a good 
deal of the expenditure which ought to 
have been met by the municipalities. Tho

Now, sir, oll that I will fur- 
ther say on this subject is that as an 
humble member of this Legislature I stand 
here to-night ready at all times to mete 
out equal righta and privileges to all, which 
is the platform of the Conservative party 
of this province. Mr Speaker, in dropping 
this matter and taking up the subject un- 
der discussion I would just say it is not my 
intention to go into figuresas fully as I 
would like, for-this reason that the Hon. 
member for North Grey (Mr. Creighton) 
and the Hop,. member for West Kent (Mr, 
Clancy) have fully and satisfactory dealt 
with them. I therefore do not intend to 
repoat their figures, which are correct ; 
bat, sir, I am at a loss to understand how 
it is thatthe Hon. Treasurer of this pro. 
vince can make up the surplus that 
he says there is. Why, taking his 
own figures from the Budget speech he made 
on the floor of the House intho year 1884, 
every porson having a knowledge of book- 
koeping would at once see that most of the 
surplus is made up out of unavailable as” 
sets, le explained to the House the Do- 
minion trust funds, Upper Canada school 
fund, Building fuud and the Common 
School fund, showing how that these funds 
were held by the Dominion in trust for the 
Proyiuce under the law of Confederation, 
and that the Province had no control over 
these funds, which amount to over five 
any further than that 
they receive the interest each year on that 
amount. But, sir, we find the hon. Trea- 
surer places this sum, $5,754,877.89, a, 
money in the control of the Province—as a 
surplus —when it is plain to be seen tha 
itis only an asset, and not available at 
that, only the interest each year at five 
per cent, Now that is the way he make® 
up the surplus, Why,itis misleading. It 
doves not mislead tho members of this House, 
as they know better, but it is misleading 
the electors of the Province of Cntario. 
When hon. gentlemen took office in 1872 
there was a surplusin the Treasury—one 
that was available—amounting to nearly 
four millions of dollars, left by Hon. Sanc- 
field McDonald. The four years that 
he was at the head of affairs in this 
Province he kept his expenditure 
within the revenue and had a surplus each 
year for the four years that he held office. 
The surplus he had accumulated was an 
available one and under his control. Now, 
sir, what do wo find? Honorable gentle- 
men opposite took oflico in the year 1872 
and it seemed the pride and the glory of 
the Premier, with a lavish hand, to scatter 
the money recklessly in his expenditure 
each year, It is a fact that cannot be de- 
nied, that from the year 1873 down to the 
present time, with the exception of one 
year, the expenditure was much more than 
the revenue. If any peraons doubt this 
statement lask them to take the figures 
made by the Hon. Treasurer in his bucget 
speoch of 1884, They will see plainly by 
his own statement that we had been liviog 
on our capital ; that is, we were taking the 
money receivedfromthe saleof crown timber 
lands, which is the capital of the Province, 
aud applying it to meet the over expendi- 
ture in each year. When our capital is 
exhaused we must come to direct taxation, 
This is thé true state of affairs. Now, Mr. 
Speaker, | have charged against the Goy- 
ernment that they have not got the 
surplus that they claim to have, If 
they have, is it that thoy have 
been borrowing money or selling annuities 
for the past two years to meet their in- 
debtedness! The surplus they claim to 
have is only a myth andadelusion. Mr.

ANIMAL ODOM, 


All who have been accustomed to handle 
or uso milk when titst drawn from the cow, 
aro aware that it hus ou odor péesuliar Lo it 
at that stage, but which s00n passes away 
if the milk is thinly spread out and exposed 
to the air, It is to the farming community 
that we now appeal for assistance on this 
line. Tho process is yery simple, and it 
would materially assist in producing a fine 
quality of milk, Firat, the milk-stands 
erectod for the delivery of milk should all 
be covered and the sides protected so as to 
allow a free circulation of air, and still pro- 
tect the milk from the sun and rain, The 
milk as it is drawn from the cow should be 
thoroughly strained in a perfectly sweet and 
clean can. After the milking is completed 
the milk should be thoroughly aired by 
dipping, so that the animal odor may-be 
allowed to escapo. Never place the cover 
on the can, it is much better to allow the 
milk to be exposed to a free circulation of 
pure air, It is the-milk-drawer's duty to 
place the covers on the cans and shove 
them closely down to the milk to provent 
splashing against the sides of the can, 
as this churns a portion ’of the milk, 
and is detrimental to quantity and qual- 
ity of the product. The principal causes 
which produce bad odors in milk betore 
it is drawn from the cow, and which af- 
terwards become the cause of taint, are 
oppressive heat and stagnant water, Of the 
cause which increase the odor in milk after 
it is drawn the principal one is keeping the 
warm milk closely covered so that the odor 
which was init when it was drawn and that 
which afterward forms cannot escape. An- 
other very efficient cause is defective clean- 
sing of dairy utensils, Though it is no 
easy task to keep clear of these causes of 
injury, it is necessary to do so in order to 
bave perfect milk. One of the most effect- 
ual barriers now in the of further im- 
proyement in factory chee making lies in 
carrying milk warm and closely contined to 
the factory. Milk in which a strong taint 
is liable to develop, appears, when first 
drawn, scarcely different from sound milk. 
Lt would be diflicult to distinguish. them, 
yot when it arrives at the factory the af- 
fecced milk is so full of odor that you would 
wonder whether the cows that gave it are 
alive or not. {fo avoid-this increase of odor 
on its way to the factory I would recom- 
mend that the milk waggons be covered dur- 
ing the hot weather to protect the cans from 
the powerful rays of the sun; heat aggra- 
vates any evil tendency in milk, while a 
cool atmosphore has beneficial effects. If 
the milk producing public could only be in- 
duced to give attention to some of the 
minor details necessary to the furnishing 
of milk in prime condition to the manufac- 
turer, we would then have the foundation 
laid, whereby greater advancement would 
be made in our manufacture than has 
previously been made since the introduc- 
tion of the factory system. Cheese making 
ig probably as far advanced in Canada as in 
apy other part of the world. At any rate 
the British market, which is the highest 
court of appeal in dairy matters, assigns 
‘our cheese the first place. This distinction 
has been honestly won by hard work in the 
face of difticulties. For a long time unfair 
competition stood in our way, inferior Am- 
erican cheese was branded ‘ Canadian,” 
until it got a bad name among old country 
huyers. But as cortain makers and the 
names of their factories became known,real 
merit triumphed, and now leading trade 
marks of Ontario cheesemakers command 
respect and confiderice everywhere. If one 
would make improvements and stand high 
in his calling, be it dairying or anything 
elso, he must by some means ayail himself 
_of the advances made by others. It is very 
hard to convince the average farmer that 
a little time and’ money spent in better 
posting himself on dairy matters would 


enable him to make any more money. 
He cannot see thabp he stands in 
his own light. It is astonishing the 


amount we often lose simply by stubborn- 
ly refusing to know more, How many 
farmers in Hastings County ever supposed 
they were losing annually nearly the 
amount of all their taxes because they 
would not read and study a little on this 
dairy question ? The wasteful, ruinous dis- 
parity that exists between ignorance and 
understanding, dull indifference and wide 
awake enorgy exists eyerywhore. ‘The only 
cure for itis knowledge. Knowledge is 
cheap. Ignorance is costly. Men will re- 
fuse to pay a dollar a year for dairy infor- 
mation whereby they might learn some- 
thing to their advantage, and yet lost fifty 
dollars a year for the sake of ignorance, 
and be as contented as kittens about it. It 
is not the tax we pay for government, nor 
the exactions of monopolies that keep us 
under half so muchas the big tax we pay 
for our stupid indifference to the value of 
knowledge. Wehave brains but we don’t 
use them. We can got knowledge cheaply 
and easily, but we preferto keepin the 
dark and take it outin growling because 
we can’t sell ignorance for the same price 
good sense will bring.

Hints on Oheese Making, 


JAMES WHITTON, CHEESE INSTRUCTOR, 
EASTERN ONTARIO, 

In the spring months, when your cheese 
is required to cure in from 15 to 20 days,or 
even less, use rennet enough to induce 
coagulation in from 8 to 12 minutes. To 
produce this result the condition of tho 
milk must be considered. 

Milk well matured will coagulate with 
less rennet than when sweot and new, but 
this should make no difference in the quan- 
tity, used, as the curing of the choose must 
bo considered. 

Always.time the process of setting and 
stir from 3 to b minutes,so as to thoroughly 
incorporate the rennet with the milk, 

As to the time for oubting the curd I have 
found that 4 times the time consumed in 
coagulation is a good rule. I'or example, 
if the time consumed in coagulation is ton 
minutes, then 40 minutes from tho time 
tho rennet is added will be the time to com- 
mence cutting. . In cutting, great care 
should be taken not to bruise the ourd. At 
this point it depends greatly on the geatle 
handling for the yield. I cut longthwise 
and then cross with perpendicular knife ; 
then longthwise with horizontal knife, out- 
ting the curd gurefully into cubes! ‘1 re-

above temporature we take a cup holding 4 
oz, of milk aud into this we introduce a tea- 
spoonful of rennet of known strength and 
note the time employed in coagulation. — If 
coagulation begins in 20 sec. add the rennet 
immediately. if in 30 sec. then it is evi- 
dent that the procoss of maturing ought to 
be carried forward to the given point firat 
mentioned, always taking care not to ma- 
ture too far. 

Sudden coagulation indicates the pres- 
ence of the milk souring, while that which 
takes longer requires to’ be matured to a 
given point, 

If coloring is to be used it should be add- 
ed before the rennet and thoroughly mixed 
for at least five minutes. 

Heating should proceed slowly but grad- 
ually increase as the whey separates, 98 
degrees ts thé usual temperature for cook- 
ing in spring and summer, but in fall, when 
milk is richer, I have found it necessary to 
fo as high as 100 to 102 deg. 

To determine the question whether the 
curd is properly cooked or not I uge the hot 
iron. The moment the curd will show the 
least sign of draw I separate it from the 
whey at once. Right hore lies one of the 
great secrets of success of the cheese-maker, 
tho absolute separation of the whey at the 
nick of time whon acidity is known to be 
near, and yot has not appeared, For spring 
cheese 4 to } inch draw on hot iron is all 
that is required in general run of factories 
before salting. After salting I recommend 
piling the curd so that it will sweat and be- 
come mellow before putting to press by oc- 
casionally turning it over. 

PRESSING, 

Not much need be said on this subject 
more than to hoop rapidly, never allowing 
a full hoop to stand exposed to thé at- 
mosphere, as by so doing the curd becomes 
posed over and a defective rind is:the re- 
sult, 

To avoid cracks the press cloths should 
be kept perfectly sweet and clean, not al- 
lowing them to become sour, as the acid 
causes the ends of the cheese to crack, 

CURING, 

Curing is a process in which we cannot 
use too much caution, In spring the curing 
room must be kept at 70 or 80 degrees day 
and night, and in summer 65 to 70 will give 
the best results. 

It is doubtless a fact-that many cheese 
are spoiled after reaching the curing room 
through neglect, 

Mapy cheese makers seem to suppose that 
as soon as the cheese are upon the shelves 
they are out of harm’s way and need no fur- 
ther care or attention from them, and the 
care of this part of the work is given over 
to boys. 

In conclusion I would say that some of 
our best cheese makers are working against 
the tide, as it were, on account of the pro- 
prietors of factories not furnishing them 
with anything like the proper place to cure 
their cheese after haying exhausted all the 
skill which lay in the power of any mechan- 
ic. As Ihave already stated it is impos- 
sible to make anything like fancy cheese 
where the curing room is subject to all 
the changes of the atmosphere. A great 
many of our oldest and wealthiest factories 
are just in that condition. For instance, 
take Springbrook, Rawdon, and Elzevir at 
Queensboro, where I know they have as 
good skill as they have in the Dominion, 
all that is wanted is this point remedied.

With a large deficit year ty yoar, while 
the revenue, except for borrowed money 
and sales of timber Jimits, remains about 
stationary, it would be thought that pru- 
dence would dictate a curtailment of ex- 
penditure, But instead of that, the ex- 
penditure. marches steadily on, and last 
year was $135,000 more than in 1885. It 
is true that last year the Province dis- 
tributed to the municipalities $91,000 in 
connection with Land Improyement Fund ; 
but no payment was made to Quebeo on 
account of interest due that Province, and 
on which account we spent $35,000 in 1885, 
while our investments in drainage debon- 
tures were more than $12,000 less than in 
1885. 

Nor is there, apparently, to be any effort 
made during the present year to keep ex- 
penditure within income ; for we are esti- 
mating to expend under the Supply Bill 
(there being no estimate for sums outside 
of that, no comparison can be made) $210, 
000 more than we actually spent for that 
service last year ; and taking the estimates 
for both years, those of this year are $18,- 
000 of an increase on last year; while our 
expenditure under supply bill is expected 
to exceed our receipts by nearly $200,000, 
and the deficit will be increased $300,000 
or $400,000 by items outside the supply 
bill, unless we borrow again to make it up. 
This large excess of expenditure over re- 
ceipts which is now occurring eyery year, 
while our revenue is about stationary, is 
something that should call for serious con- 
sideration, but the Mowat Government 
appear to be content to drift along in that 
way, without seeking or proposing a remo- 
dy, so long as they can stave off the evil 
day by annual borrowing.—Owen Sound 
Times.

PITTSBURG, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


While Canada still remains inthe strong 
clutches of winter, with her people making 
frequent visits to the coal houses, and the 
mercury now and then making giant efforts 
to hug the bulb, we in western Pennsyl- 
vania are enjoying the smiles of balmy 
spring. The winter, apparently closed, 
has been one of the mildest in my recollec- 
tion, and no better idea can be given you 
of the great difference of our climate com- 
pared with yours than to tell you that peo- 
ple are wearing summer clothes, the roads 
are nearly dry and the grass is quite green, 
There were only two snow: storms of any 
extent during the winter, and in neither 
did the snow remain longer than a few days, 
Speaking about the weathor reminds. me 
that the Pittsburg papers credit C nada 
with a weather prophet, bidding fair to 
eclipse Wiggins. Some people are always 
ready to predict changes in the weather, 
and since each day’s weather is a sample of 
allthe different kinds recorded by past

THE GLOBES LIBELS. 


The charges of libel brought against the 
Toronto Globe by Messrs. W. B. Northrup 
and D. R. Murphy, have resulted in a 
settlement, which is.an acknowledgement 
of guilt by the accused, who coneent to a 
verdict of $10 damages, agree to pay the 
costs of tho plaintiffs, and to publish an 
ample apology in the daily and weekly 
Globe. The whole bill of costs will 
probably amount to about $500. This 
arrangement shows that Messrs, Northrup 
aud Murphy are notyindictive, but that they 
would not allow themselves to be libelled 
with impunity, The Globe's offence was a 
most gross and wholly inexcusable one, in 
that a perfectly innocent business travs™ 
action was maliciously turned into a sori- 
ous accusation for political purposes, there” 
by’ damaging the character of the gentlo- 
men concerned and injuring the Govern- 
ment and the Cdnservative party. Tho 
vindication of all who were libelled is, how- 
ever, complete, The libellers have been 
compelled to acknowledge and to pay for 
their rascality, and those who were libelled 
have had their characters completely vin- 
dicated. Let us hope that the Globe will 
be more careful in future—under the com- 
pulsion of the Jaw. 

There is a powerful warning in the above 
facts for other and even more reckless li- 
bellers. They will be wise to act upon it. 


THE LAW OF LIBEL. 

A number of Grit editors—most of whom 
haye no doubt felt the lash of the law—are 
keeping up an agitation fora mollification 
of the law of libel. We hope that the Legis- 
lature will refuse to accede to any such 
proposition, The law is at present alto- 
gether too lax, as proof of which it is only 
necessary to read the Globe, the Ottawa 
Free Press, Stratford Beacon, Bellevile Un- 
tario or any other journal of that class for 
a fowdays. So scandalous, indeed, have 
been the utterances of the Grit press iu 
their attacks upon their political opppon-

Protecting the Wisheries, 

The Dominion Government are taking 
rigorous measures to protect our fisheries 
during the coming season by increaing the 
number of Government steamers to be em- 
ployed in the seryice, and refitting some 
of those engaged in the work last year. The 
Yankee fish pirates will find their work juste 
as unprofitable as it proved last season. 
Meanwhile the Retaliation Act is allowed 
to remain a dead letter, as President Cleye- 
land shows no disposition to use the pow- 
ers it confers on him by putting an embar- 
go on our maritime commerce, 

The resolute attitude of our Government 
will do a good deal towards bringing about 
a better understanding. Itwe had been 
intimidated by Congressional bluster to 
renounce our rights we should have been 
exposed to continual acts of aggression, 
But, by resolutely maintaining our posi- 
tion, we have compelled our neighbors to 
respect us and retained a vantage-pround 
for future negotiations for reciprocity. The 
strong disposition now manifested in the 
United Starea to negotiate, clearly shows 
the wisdom of the course pursued by the 
Dominion authorities in insisting on our 
treaty rights. If the Americans could have 
scared us inte letting their fishermen have 
the run of our inshore fisheries they would 
not now be considering the advisability of 
purchasing the privilege by making con- 
ceasions to us,—Tvronto News.

General Sarndenburg, 
the Emperor's adjutant, and Col, Ja- 


gow, commander of tho Blucher Hus- 
sars, the Crown Prince's Prussian regent, 
are in attendance upon the Prince 
of Wales. ‘Tho trumpeters of the 
Second Uhlan regiment, which is on guard 
at the palace, inauguaated the rejoicing at 
six o'clock this morning by playing hymvs 
frcm the old palace chapel.

In fact,there is 
every reason why dairymonshould bo willing 
to sco the dealers make a good profit, and 
should even help them to do so by holding 
back in the make. But there is a roason 
applying especially to themsolvyes why the 
nake should bo late this year, No one who 
undoratands the business can doubt that if 
the make of fodder cheese, is oxcessive, it 
will be carried over into the period of iow 
grass cheese, and fatally weigh down tho 
market. The less hay cheese there in car- 
ried forward to that period, the amallor will 
be tho drop in prices, and the stronger will 
be the market on late cheese. This is an 
important fact to bearin mind. Moreover, 
by as much astho hay make is short, by 80 
much will the demand for grasscheese be 
improved. Wo would say.to all makers, 
don't begin too early. Wait at least until 
you can get enough milk to warrant you.in 
manufacturing every day. It you do that, 
no one has any right to find fault, nor will 
there be any justice in doing so.

The Irish Mensures 


Lonpon, March 23.—Though neither Mr, 
Smith nor Mr. Balfour gave any, explicit 
gtatemont of the Government's Irish mea- 
sures in the House of Commons yesterday, 
an analysis of their speeches discloses the 
fact that a definite policy has beon decided 
upon and fully elaborated, covering all le- 
gislation for Ireland that the Government 
will ever consent to propose, The pro- 
gramme will open with the Coercion Bill 
conjoined with the Tenants’ Reliof Bill, to 
be introduced in the House of Lords next 
week.

Weobnespay, March 25, 
VAUANT OFFICES, 

In reply to My, Monk, of Carloton, the 
Attorney-General stated that Mr. P. J, 
Cofley had received the Appointment of 
Registrar of Carletob, that Mr. Stephon 
Gibson, of Napanee, had been appointed 
Rogiatrar of Leunox, and that Mr, GW. 
Badgerow had beonnade County Crown 
Attorney of York, 

Mr, Meredith and Mr. E. F. Clarke moy- 
ed for an order of the House fora return 
showing as to each ‘vacancy which has oc- 
curred since January lat, 1884,in the 
offices of Sheriff, Rogistrar of Deeds, or 
County Crown Attorney ; when the vacan- 
ey occurred, how it was created, when it 
was filled, by whom it was filled, andshow- 
ing also, which of auch vacancies still re- 
main unfilled, 

Mr. Meredith backed up this motion 
with the assertion that the oflicos which 
the Attorney-Genoral had just told tho 
Housev had been filled, and others which 
still remained vacant, were kept dangling 
bofore the public for from eight to fourteen 
months for political motives: ‘ Highly 
important oflices,"” said Mr. Meredith, 
** wore kept open until the Governmont saw 
a favorable opportunity to reward one of 
the faithful for'services rendered.” The 
Rogistrarship of Carleton had been vacant 
since Deo. 24, 1885 ; the Crown Attorney- 
ship of York since Dec. 12, 1885, and the 
Rogistrarship of Lennox and the Shrievalties 
of Lincoln and Wellington for nearly a 
year, The Rogistrarship of Middlesex had 
been kept open for 15 mcnths and then 
given to a gentleman who did not give gon- 
eral gatisfaction, EH thought the principle 
was wrong and injudicious. 

Mr. Mowat repiied that the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment also kept. oftices vacant for a long 
time, 

Me. Creighton said that if there happen- 
ed to be no Government at Ottawa, the 
hon, gentlemen would havé no'defence for 
their conduct. Whenever a complaint was 
made, the Gttorney General replied, Look 
what'the Ottawa Government does, al- 
though he was continually condemning the 
policy of the Ottawa Government. Such 
an explanation would be hardly satisfac- 

tory to tho people, 

The motion passed, 

THE BIBLE IN THE SCHOOLS, 


Mr. Clarke (Wellington) asked whether 
the regulation régarding the reading of the 
Bible ui the High and Public Schools of 
the Proyince, which provides that the por- 
tion of Scripture used shall be taken from 
the selectious authorized for that. purpose 
by the Department of Education, is still 
in force ; or whether such readings may be 
selocted by the teacher, under the direction 
of the trustees, from the authvrizsd version 
of the Bible. 

Hon. G. W, Ross replied :—The object 
of the action of the Government was to 
have the Bible readin the schools more 
generally and more systematically. It was 
to secure this object that the book of selec- 
cions was adopted at the instance and upon 
the recommendation of the Protestart 
clergy of all denominations, without objec- 
tion from any quarter until, for political 
purposes, the book so recommended and 
adopted, or any book of Scripture selec- 
tions, began to be denounced. The Goy- 
ernment agree with the Protestant clergy- 
men who reyised and recommended the 
book (some of whom have since been using 
it in family worship in their own homes) 
that it would be an advantage that the 
Scripture readings in the schools should be 
from the book of selections, but political 
agitation has created in some quarters a 
prejudice against this courts and thus, for 
a time, deprived the book of its usefulness 
where this prejudice exists. Where, for 
this or any reason, the trustees of a school 
prefer that the reading shall be from the 
Bible itselfdnstead of from the book of 
selections, or where trustees prefer to have 
passages read which are not in the book of 
selections, the Government have no desire 
to interfere, and donot propose to inter- 
fere, 80 long as the Bible or its contents 
are read daily and systematically. If the 
text of the regulation requires any modifi: 
cation in order to admit of this course, the 
modification will be made. 


SALARY EXEMPTIONS, 


Tho debate of the afternoon was on this 
notice of motion by Mr. Creighton, introduc- 
ed on March 11: j 

That in the opinion of this House it is 
unjust to other classes of the community 
who are taxed on their incomes that the 
salaries of officials holding office under the 
Government of Canada should be exempt 
from municipal taxation ; that the conati- 
tutional right to tax such salaries for muni- 
cipal purposes is a subject of such import- 
ance that an authorative decision thereon 
should: be had from the Judicial Committee 
of Her Majesty's Privy Council, and the 
matter being one of general interest 
throughout the province, and in which no 
municipality is exclusively interested, steps 
ought to be taken by the Government of 
Ontario for obtaining such a decision. 

Mr. Creighton reviewed the fight made 
by the City of Ottawa to tax the salaries of 
Dominion ciyil servants living at the capi- 
tal. He cited the case of Ottawa vy. Le- 
prohon, which was mado a test. The late 
Chief Justice Moss decided against the 
city ; the Court of Queen’s Bench (Chief 
Justice Harrison dissenting) reversed the 
decision, but the full Court of Appeal af- 
firmed it. Mr, Creighton said the Attor- 
ney-Gonoral boasted about his success in 
constitutional cases before the Privy Coun- 
cil: Here was an opportunity for him, 

Mr. Mowat opposed the. motion 
moved in amendment ; 

That all the words after the word ‘* tax- 
ation '’ be struck out, and the “following bo 
inserted’ in lieu thereof :—‘'That this 
House regrets that the Dominion Parlia- 
mont, in the exercise of its jurisdiction 
under the British North America Act, has 
not passed an Act placing or purporting to 
place, such salaries on the same footing in 
that respect as this Logislaturo has placed 
aalarios of officials holding office under the 
Provincial Government,”

A Russian Coup de Main, 
HOURLY AWAITED IN BULGALIA—STBADY 

MOVEMENT OF 'TROOPS INTO VALNA AND 

ROURGAS-—-TURKEY MASSING TWO POWEIL- 

FUL ARMIES ON THE FRONTIER, 

New Yors, March 26.—The Star's Lon- 
don special says; ** The steady movement 
of the Bulgarian and Roumelian troops 
into Varna and Bourgas commenced yes- 
torday aud continued all last night and to- 
day. ‘Tho situation is yiewod at Vienna 
as alarming. The hasty preparations 
along the Bulgarian and MRoumelian 
coasta give color to the report that a Rus- 
sian coup de main is hourly awaited, The 
upanimity with which the Russian press 
declares the resolution of tho Russian Goy- 
ernment not to interfere further in the 
affairs of Bulgaria is regarded purposely to 
mislead. Simultaneously with the des- 
pitch of heavy reinforcements to the coast 
garrisons there has been a gradual move- 
ment of troops toward the Turkish frontiers, 
behind which, in Macedonia and south of 
the eastern Roumelian borders, the Turks 
are mrassing two powerful armies.” 


A Wise Parrot Honored in Death, 


A wealthy lady in New York city owned 
a parrot which recently died. So strongly 
attached was the lady to her pet that her 
grief is unbounded, The parrot has been 
placed in a coffin which cost $200, and is 
made of rosewood, measuriog 16 inches by 7 
by 5. It took one man six weeks to make 
it, Itis hand-carved, the ccsigns being 
Persian, and it is tufted throughout with 
pink satin, The parrot’s head reposes on an 
embroidered pillow,and a bevel-edyed gluss 
prolectsthe bird from contact with the yulgar 
crowd, Seventeen golden screws add to the 
finish of the cover. The parrot was a won- 
derful bird. It was born in Indi. One 
night a gang of robbers broke into the 
owner's house, after having poisoned the 
watch dog and bribed the servants. The 
parrot, however, was ready for them, and 
when they appeared he remarked in Eng- 
lish : ‘Ah, there.’’ At the same time he 
seized a big bell and rang it loudly, arous- 
ing the houechold. One of the robbers was 
killed and the rest captured. It is said that 
the parrot will be kept, in its coffin until its 
owner's death, and will then be buried with 
her.

As will be seen by a report of their pro- 
ceedings which\appears in another column, 
the Municipal Committeo of the Legisla- 
ture have decided to recommend to that 
body that the property qualification re- 
quired of; candidates for the municipal 
councils—exctepting in townships—shall be 
the same as that of the electors. This is 
an important step, and as the recommend- 
ation will probably be adopted by the Leg- 
islature, it will be of interesc to our read- 
ers to learn upon what grounds the Com- 
mittee have taken action. The following 
report of tho proceedings of the Committee, 
which the Toronto News furnishes, gives 
the fullest exposition of the views of the 
members that we have seen : 

The qualification of candidates for muni- 
cipal ofhees kept the Municipal Committee 
busy for nearly two pou nyeerencay at ithe 
Legislature. mn, the or re ita- 
tive for Lipooln, has a bill before the House 
to abolish the property qualification entire- 
ly, and Gibson, of Hamilton, has another 
to fix the standard at that required for an 
elector. A vote was taken on the question 
of thé entire abolition of thb restriction, 
which was defeated by 25 to. 9, the leader 
of the Opposition voting with the minority. 


= Wemteathee peaeaadad tm deal 
with the question piecemeal, the next vote 
being ona motion made by: Drury that 
there should be no change in the qualifica- 
tion for-township councillors. This was 
carried by 23 to 12. 

Meredith then moved that the property 
qualification be abolished in all other than 
township municipaiities.

ulations of the Department of Education 
under the direction of oflivials. These reg- 
ulations extend to the most minute details 
in everything of any importance, and are 
shaped largely by the opinions of Depart- 
mental officials, who do not come directly 
in contact with the people, and who of ne- 
cessity, are prone to view educational mat- 
ters from a purely professional standpoint,” 
Under the existing state of things, indi- 
vidual action only can bo taken upon any 
question affecting education ; but the united 
voice of the Boards of Education throughout 
the Province haying expreasion through the 
central organization, would undoubtedly 
secure a careful hearing, and prove more 
effective than single-handed efforts.” 

The tyranny of the Mowat Government 
is quite as grifding in connection with ed- 
ucational as with municipal affairs, It is 
time that a chango was made, and we trust 
that in other matters, as in connection with 
the attempt’ to foist the Ross Bible on the 
schools, the Department will be compelled 
to come down fromm its high horse.

fund out of their private estates money 
which they had illegally oxpended. 

Wood, of Hastings, took the broad Dem- 
ocratioground that tbe people knew in whom 
to repose confidence, and they should not 
be restricted in their choice by the fact that 
a number of men who were every other way 
qualified to. représent them had not what 
was called *ta stake in the community.” 

Harcourt taunted Meredith with his ad- 
vanced views, and said he ought to be the 
leader of the Radicals instead of the Tories. 
To.abolish the pro rty qualification would 
end in probably placing all power in the 
hands of practically irresponsible parties. 

Meredith supported his motion on the 
ground that the people were the ultimate 
arbiters,and should not be restricted in any 
way as to whom they would choose to re- 
present them, .

The Law of Libel), 


Mr. Balfour, who is himself a journalist 
and newspaper proprietor, is proposing to 
amend the law of libel. 

One of the proposed amendments is wan- 
ifestly just,’viz., that tho plaintiff ahculd be 
obliged to give securily for costs or to pro- 
coed in forma pauperis. It somotimes hap- 
pons that men of no charactor take proced- 
ings for pretended libel against’ a news- 
paper for the purpose of levying 
mail, and though they have no case leave 
the defendants to pay the costs, Ifa man 
with money had agrievance it would no 
hurt him to give security for costa, and in 
the caso of a man without money the as- 
sent of the judge could be obtained to pro- 
ceod in forma pauperis if there was a prima 
facie caso, but not without. 
check the blackmailers. 

We cannot, however, agree with Mr. 
Balfour as to another amendment he pro- 
poses, that malice should not be assumed 
in case of a libel, If, one man _ slanders 
another without taking any trouble to as- 
certain if the charge is true, even should he 
be only repeating what he has heard or 
read, he acts with malice in the eye of the 
Jaw, which certainly takes the just view of 
such conduct. We cannot see that a jour- 
nalist or publisher should have avy more 
Jicense than othor people .to spread false 
reports to the injury of others, whether he 


invents the talsehood or adopts it without cribe actions and write letters. The spell- 


any enquiry into the facts.

ence is made he should be held toa stricter 
account, because of his greater power to 


lufilot injary.

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War on the Loaguo 
THLE GOVERNMENT TO DRAW A TIGHT KELN IN 
IMELAND, 

Lonpon, March 28.—W. LH. Smith, the 
Government leader,intimated that the Gov- 
ernment had decided to ask the House to 
pass tho second reading of the Lrish Crimin- 
al Law Amendment Bul before proposing 
thy usual Easter holiday. (Cheers and 
counter choers,) ‘Phe Government, said 
Mr, Smith, disavowed any intention to 
monace the House, put he wished the mem- 
bers to understand that the measure was 
vital to order in Ireland, that it was one 
upon which the Government staked their 
existence and was more important than 
holidays. 

Mr, Balfour,Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
thon moved the first reading of the Lrish 
Criminal Law Amendment Bill, In doing 
80 he referred to the terms of Mr. Parnell’s 
proposed amendment to tho bill, in which 
the Irish Jeader claims that the House 
should obtain further information about 
the condition of Ireland. Mr, Balfour 
thought the T’arnellites were sufliciently in- 
formed of the state of their country, and 
should recoguise Irish anarchy as au arti- 
ficor recognizes his own work, The Gov- 
ernment did not rest the case on. statistics 
of agrarian crime, They took the view 
chat the amount of crime must be consider- 
ed in copjunction with its causes and char- 
acter, ‘The amount was shown in the fact 
that at the present moment there were 498 
persons in Munster, 175 in Connaught and 
251 in Leinster, under police protection, 
The law had been set aside and the 
vacuum had not been filled by the ordin- 
ary Jaw. Hore Mr. Balfour read a 
number of charges made, by judges to grand 
juries showing that the number of persons 
actually charged bore no relation to the 
amount of crime. Boycotting and intimi- 
dation, he said, were rampant in that part 
of the country most disturbed. The men 
who gave this testimony were not partisans. 
[Parnellite cries of dissent.} The paraly- 
sis of the courts of law was an evil nevessary 
to be specially checked. It arose from the 
difficulty of inducing intimidated witnesses 
to speak out, In 765 cases 452. injured 
parties were so terrified that they refused 
to appear. When evidence was obtained 
the juries declined, even in the clearest 
cases, to conyict. Here he adduced a long 
list of cases in which the juries had disre- 
garded the evidence presented and asked 
if it was to be wondered at when the na- 
tional press pointed out the jurymen | giy- 
ing a verdict and held them up to pnblic 
reprobation and secret vengeance. Those 
persons desiring the separation of Trelaud 
were ready to attain their object by the 
exercise of avowed teriorism. The jury 
system thus became impracticable. [Par- 
nellite laughter). ‘The place which the law 
ought to fill was occupied by the National 

ague, The members of the League re- 
lied upon the secret societies, dynami'e 
and the dagger, the object of which was 
the bringing about of a state of anarchy by 
means of assassination, I[t was an absurd 
travesty of the facts, he declared, to say 
that the league had any resemblance to a 
trades union. The initial policy of the 
loague was a combination for the plunder 
of individuals with the destruction of the 
constitution. The speaker then proceeded 
to give instances of boycotting, but was 
repeatedly interrupted by demands from 
the Parnellites for the names of the’ per- 
sons boycotted. He declined, however, 
to give the names unless tho persons were 
beyond the reach of members of the league. 

Mr. Balfour next read extracts from the 
United Ireland, disclosing the extent of 
the system of terrorizing. He said the 
latest official returns showed that 836 per- 
sons were boycotted under orders from the 
league, In many districts tenant-right had 
become valueless, because no selling of the 
right was possible unless sanctioned by the 
league. No tyranny, however cruel, could 
compare with the anarchy resulting from 
thé existence of the league tribunals. Com- 
ing to the proposals of the bill, he stated 
that the Government had borrowed a pro- 
vision from the Scotch system giving mag- 
istrates power to examine witnessts on 
oath, even when no persons are charged 
with crime. To meet the difficulty of get- 
ting verdicts they proposed to abolish tho 
jury system altogether [cheers and counter 
cheers] for certain classes of crime, giving 
the magistrate jurisdiction, with power to 
impdse a maximum penalty of six months’ 
imprisonment in cases of criminal conspir- 
acy, boycotting, rioting, offences under the 
Whiteboy acts, assault on oflicers of the 
law, forcible and unlawful possession and 
in cases of incitement of the foregoing of- 
fences. (Cheers.} The Government did 
not propose to interfere with the liberty of 
tho press, but they hoped that by giving 
magistrates the power of summary convic- 
tion for inciting offences they would be able 
to prevent the pross sharing in crime. The 
bill also gave the Government power to 
change the venue of trial for graver offon- 
ces. The Government felt the difliculty 
connected with the abolition of trial by 
jury in Ireland and, therefore, proposed 
that the Attorney-General of England and 
Ireland, in cases of grave crimes, should 
certity when a fairer trial could be had 
in England, [cheers] when, under the 
same conditions asin case of change of 
yenue in Ireland, the trial should be held 
in England. [Cries from the Parnell- 
ites; ** What part of Evugland?'’] Irish 
couneel he added were to be allowed to ap- 
oar in English courts (Parnellite laughter) 
and the state would provide the necessary 
funds for the coriveyance of both witnesses 
and lawyers. Purely political offences, 
such as treason, treasonable felony and 
seditious libel, are excluded from the pro- 
visions of the bill; The crimes triable in 
England were murder, attempt to murder, 
aggravated crimes of violence aud arson, In 
all cases the bill applied only to proclaimed 
districts, Tho Viceroy would have further 
powors to proclaim dangerous socicties 
found to be disturbing peace and order. A 
proclamation directed against a society 
would be submitted to Parliament within 
sovon days after issuance and if Parliament 
condemned it the proclamation would be 
dropped. The Government proposed that 
the pormanency of the bill should not be 
limited ton fixed time. (Choers.) LHe con 
cluded by deslaring thatit was in the causo 
of liberty that the Government asked the 
House to break the yoko under which Iro- 
| land was groaning.

Ifhe be- 
lieved the people of Kogland were capable 
of sanctioning the measure, he would give 
up for over tho hope of soving the Irish and 
tho English shake hands. The Irish people 
would be slaves indeed if they submitted 
lo it Ei:lhor he would have a country 
whore no lrishman could live unless he 
lived liko a slave, or, if the people were 
willing, he would be proud and happy to 
lead them in battle. (Cheors.) The mea- 
sure could only result in causing increased 
disorganization and driving the people 
back to the horrors of former years [cheors]. 
Earl Spencer, believing his life to be in 
danger, had the courage to face the e0ple 
of Ireland like a man, but small credit was 
due to the presont Government, who did 
nob know the dangers they were facing. 
[Cries of **Oh! oh!” and cheers.) Moro 
miserable excuses on which to found coer- 
cion had neyer been heard. Mr. Balfour 
had succeeded in proving nothing but his 
own ignorance of the country which he 
sought to govern, and the sooner he quit- 
ted office the better for [réland and for 
himself, The Government were practically 
treating Irishmen like slaves ; thoy sought 
to root them out like vermin. The Goy- 
ernment offered them the prospect of a fa- 
vorable land purchase bill. If this coercion 
bill passed, neither a land purchase bill 
nor any other Irish measure would live to 
be accepted at the hands of the English 
people, 
INCIDENTAL TO THE CONTEST, 


Lonpon, March 28.—A conference of 

Liberal Unionists will be held at Deyon- 
shire House on Thursday, to consider the 
Coercion Bill, An exchange of views in 
the lobbies on the bill Ftenioed the fact 
that several of the Unionists disapprove of 
the measure, but the mass of the party 
consider ita provisions not too stringent. 
Lord Hartington and Mr. Chamberlain will 
give a thorough support to the whole pro- 
posal. ‘The threatened defection of Union- 
ists will probably not extend to ten votes, 
leaving the Government still with a potent 
majority, 
_ The Parnellites held an informal meet- 
ing and united in denouncing what they 
termed the atrocious character of the Coer- 
cion Bill, The measure, they said, con- 
cealed under its provisions powers for the 
extinction of the liberties of the press, 
public meetings, free speech and all indi- 
vidual rights. The Parnellities disregard 
tho threats of Mr. Smith to continue the 
debate until the second reading of the bill. 
They say if the protraction of the sitting 
results in a test of physical endurance they 
will be ready for the struggle. 

It is the opinion of many persons that 
Mr, Balfour's speech, which was at great 
length, was weak, diffuse, confused and 
pointless, and that on the first chance he 
has had to show if he was capable of rising 
to a great occasion, he has made a notable 
failure. 

Mr. Parnell has postponed the introduc- 
tion of the amendment until he consults 
with his colleagues. 


PARNELL’S OPINION. 

Lonvon, March 28.—Mr. Parnell con- 
siders the Jrish Criminal Law Amendment 
Bill one of the strongest coercive measures 
ever proposed in Parliament. 

The bill, he says, even creates new of- 
fences. He thinks Mr. Balfour's references 
to the press mean that the Government 
will suppress prominent Nationalist news- 
papers as soon as the bill has beca passed. 

MARTINGTON'S MANIFESTO, 


Lonvon, March 28.—Lord Hartington 
is about to issue a manifesto througha new 
Unionist paper. In it he says: ** We are 
confronted at the present moment with a 
more acute form of the problem of Ireland 
than bas ever been presented in past times, 
Phe difficulties of the problem haye been 
intensified by the action of tho Liberals 
who, suddenly discarding every remedy 
hitherto approved by the Liberals, have 
wade achange of front unparalleled in 
completeress and rapidity aud adopted the 
policy of the avowed enemies of the intcg- 
rity of the British Empire. Their actious 
bas stimulated the courage and hopes of 
tho Separationists. It is the duty or the 
Liberal-Unionists now to endeavor to bring 
back the Liberals to their faith in consti- 
tutional reform, resolutely opposing the 
delusion that the abandonment of their 
principles or the sacrifice of any class of 
their countrymen can be an act of courage 
or justice,” Referring to the Coercion 
Bill he says, ‘t Not asingle Unionist be- 
lieves in coercion as a policy, but all be- 
lieve in the necessity of every civilized 
country asserting the supremacy of the 
law. The object of the Separationists is to 
prove that the Government of Ireland as 4 
part of the United Kingdom is an impossi- 
bility with or without reform, The object 
of the Unionists must be to prove the union 
indigsoluble, while doing justico to Ire- 
land.” ‘The whole tone of the manifesto 
indicates that there will be no compromise. 
Messrs, Caine and Chamberlain endorse 
the manifesto,

This is another evidence of fraud. When- 

ever’ Canadian statute gives specified 

powers to the Administration itsimply says 

“the Governor-in-Council may,” etc. There 
“is no advico and consent of the Ministers 

about it, for the Gavernor-in-Couucil is one 

body, anda particular body cannot advise 
itself and give to its own propositions its 
own tonsent. Further evidence of the 
fraudulent charactor of the alleged bills is 
to be found in the story that the Minister 
of Customs is to introduce it. All tariff 
changes in Canada are introduced through 
the Minister of Finance. The Minister of 

Customs is the administrator of the customs 
laws and the collector of the customs duties; 
he is not the regulator of the tarit!. The 
tariff schedule in the alleged bill is the most 
absurd feature about it. It levies a duty, 
for example, of $3 a ton on anthracite coal, 
which we do not produce, and of $1.50a 
ton on bituminous coal, which we do pro- 
duce. It would be a queer sort of retalia- 
tion upon the United Stater that would tax 
Canadian coal users three dollars for every 
ton of anthracite boti@ht from across the 
line, and which would also discriminate 
against the class of coal we ourselves can 
mine. 

Our contemporary, for tlie reasons above 
given, comes to the unavoidable conclusion 
that “the entire aflair is no doubt an in- 
vention, and a shameful one at that.”’ 
~ We have better testimony even than that 
which is given bythe Mail in support of 
its opinion.

Imprisoning the Priests, 
TENANTS REFUSE TO PAY KENTS TILL THEY 
ARE KELEASED. 

Dublin, March 29.—Ten thousand persons 
assembled at Thurles to greet Futher Ryan. 
Father Dwyer addressed him on behalf of 
Archbishop Croke, who fully approved of 
Father Ryan's action. Similiar ovations 
were tendered Father Ryan along the route 
On his arrival at Dublin 2.000 Nationalists 
escorted him in the mayor's carriage to the 
Imperial hotel. 

Father Ryan in a short speech at Thurles 
said that his prison would be a palace and

LUNATIC IN 

Mr. Preaton moved for an order of 
House for a return showing the nuraber ot 
lunatics in the county jails of the province 
for each month from March 1, 1886, to 
Maroh 1, 1887, and showing also *the num- 
ber of days each lunatio was detained in the 
joil, The number of buildings now under 
vonatruction for the accommodation of tho 
insane. Tho number they expected to 
buildings will 
be ready for use, 

Mr. Preston followed up his motion with 
a lengthy arraigament of the Goveroments 
policy with regerd to its provision for 
those unfortunates, He said it was a dis 
gracotul state of affairs that lunatics should 
be kept in county jails for months waiting 
for adwission to anasylum, Every grand 
jury in the province had repeatedly pro 
tested against this stato of affairs, which 
he was sorry to say, existed for years, At 
tho presont time thero wore 116 Junaticain 
our county jails; 31 of those wore in the 
Toronto jail. Mr, Preston gave the num- 
ber of lunatics in tho five provincial asylums 
as: Toronto 819, London 1,031, Kingston 
661, Hawilton 735, Orillia (idiots) 2353. 
Of this number thero was an average of 60 
per cent. who were unable todo aay work 
or help thomaclves in any way. He fayor- 
od the erection of a moderately-sized build- 
ing whero the criminal insane could bo 
kopt together. The present mode of deal- 
Ing with our insane population was a dis- 
grace to tho province, 

The Provincial Secretary madé a general 
explanatory defence of the Government's 
position. There was an undeniable lack of 
provision for all who sought admission to 
the asylums, There were at present 326 
applications from patients to get into one 
or other of the asylums, The five institu- 
tions contained a total of 3,190. When 
the new cottages at Orillia aud Hamilton 
were finished, which would be ju gbopt 
eightéen months at the outside, additional 
accommodation would be given to 500 
patients. : 

Tho Provincial Secretary asid that the 
township or county councils should also 
make local provision for taking care of 
those who were not vidlently insane or in- 
curable. This would relieve tho asylums 
of agroat tax upon their accommodation, 
This syetem prevailed in many of the States, 
where county refuges or poor-houses were 
utilized for the purpose, He thought it 
would be a good plan to draft about 1,000 
of the chronic and incurable pationts into» 
new asylum, if the finances of the province 
would stand such an outlay. Ho did not 
believe that insanity was on the increase, 
but as the accommodation was expanded, 
cases come to the surface that were hitherto 
unkpown. ‘* What was private yesterday 
was made public to-day.” 

The Provincial Secretary then gave a 
large arnount of data and statistics regard- 
ing insanity which he had gollested from 
yarious sources, showing that insanity ip 
Ontario was not more prevalent than in 
any of the States with similar populations. 

Dr. Wylie, Mr. Miller and Mr, More- 
dith also spoke avd argued that the luriacy 
policy of the province could be greatly im- 
proved, 

Mr. Yreston's motion 
named passed. 

LINE PENCES. 

Mr. Balfour moved the second reading 
of his bill regarding line fences. 

Mr. Meredith said that some time ago a 
bill was passed which had the effect of com- 
pelling farmers to fence their lands even 
when uncleared. This had roused such 
feeling that the measure was repealed. If 
this had anything like the same effect it 
should have the close attention of the Goy- 
ernment. 

Hon. Mr, Pardee recognized the necessity 
of protecting even absentee owners in 
rights which undoubtedly were theirs. This 
bill would, of course, go to the Municipal 
Committee, 

Mr. Phelps objected to the bill because 
the prejudice of county aud township coun- 
ci!s against absentee owners would lead to 
by-laws being passed to make this law 
effective. 

Mr. Wood (Hastings) said this was a rea- 
son for rather than ageinst, and the bill 
should be passed, for the county councils 
could be trusted. Still, he did not ap- 
prove of the Act in its present shape. 

The bill was read the second time, 

PICTON DIVISION COURT CLERKSHIP, 


Mr, Meredith moved for an Order of the 
House for a return showing when the 
vacancy in the office of the Clerk of the 
Division Court at Picton occurred,ang of all 
correspondence with regard to filling such 
vacancy.

In many of 
the States thoy had in lieu of distress a pro- 
cess called attachment. This bill, howover, 
provided that goods and chattels exempt 
from seizure under executions at law should 
be exempt from distress for rent and taxes. 
[tb also provided that goods of third parties 
found on the promises could not bo distrain- 
od for rent,provided these restrictions did 
not’apply Lo the property of the wife or hus- 
band. Thore was also g provision fora 
sot-olf against the landlord of aniounts duo 
by him to the tenant. Having deprived 
the landlord of tho right of distraining, it 
became nec ousary to give the landlord an 
oasy moans of getting rid of a tenant, and 
the bill provided that if the tenant would

that roason may be sown as early as may be 
desired, The main object should be to 
select clean seed. 

Sa/eithe soapsuds, Pour them over the 
mauure heap. They will not only add to 
the value of the manure, but assist in pre 
venting the escape of ainmonia. 

As the warm weather comes on avoid 
feeding too much corn to the hens, as it 
causes them to become too fat, thereby ins 
terfering with egg production. 

Fencing cannot well be done during the 
Winter season, a8 the ground is too hard, 
but the material can be secured and prepa- 
rations made for such work, 


A sign of swarming is the buildiog of 
queen cells in the hive. After the bees 
begin work on them the chances are that 
the hive will swarti in about one week 
aftor, 


If the soil for strawberries contains much 
vegotuble matter, bono and ashes will be 
sufliciont as a mixed fertilizer for nearly all 
kinds of small fruits. 


Divide your rhubarb plants at the. roots 
and make a new location for them. - This 
should be done very early in the spring or 
in the fall, Put them on very rich ground 
with the buds about one or two inches be- 
low the surface, ; 


Good implements save labor. The use 
of an inferior plough during the busy sea- 
son not only delays operations to a certain 
extent, but the effects of the poor work 
dong extend to the time when the crop is 
harvested. 


The cellar should bo protected as much 
as possible from cold draught, dampness or. 
sudden changes, A temperature as nearly 
uniform as possible, and neither too warm 
nor too cold, is best. : 

Sorghum seed is excellent for poultry, 
and as it thrives woll on sandy soil it may 
be grown for poultry foud, not as a general 
crop, but ta supply a small proportion to 
feed as 4 variety.
